Christmas Seal 
Sale Begins Today 

Funds Received Locally Are 
Used in Newton 


The 27th annual Christmas Seal 
Sale to carry on preventive work and 
anti-tuberculosis care In Newton 
starts today. The sale will be con- 
ducted under the auspices of the 
Newton Federation of Women’s Clubs 
which organization has successfully 
conducted the work In previous years. 
It is a contribution of the Federation 
to the welfare of the city and is its 
most important work in this direction. 

In previous years the returns from 
the Christmas Seal Sale have been 
larger than in any other city of sim- 
ilar size in the stnte. This is due to 
three facts. First the organization 
and conducting of the sale in a digni- 
fied and businesslike manner entirely 
through the mail. Second, the turn- 
ing over of the receipts of the sale 
to the Newton Welfare Bureau in 
which all have confidence. Third, the 
adjustments of all expenditures and 
needs to be met by careful supervis- 
ion of the Health Committee of the 
Welfare Bureau which includes repre- 
sentatives of the Board of Health, the 
School Department and the City. 

Generous consideration of the ap- 
peal letter which is being issued is 
sought in order that Newton citizens 
may be fully acquainted with t lie fact 
that from this source comes the only 
income which can be used for anti- 
tuberculosis work in the Newtons. It 
is further urged that Newton citizens 
purchase the Seals through the local 
committee. The Christmas Seal Sale 
is not included in the Newton Com- 
munity Chest because of the associa- 
tion of the former with state and na- 
tional tuberculosis leagues.

Murdock Memorial 
Fountain Erected 
In New. Cemetery 

In 1918 the Newton Cemetery Cor- 
poration received a legacy of $5000 
for a fountain from the estate of Mr. 
'Francis Murdock, for many years a 
faithful and valued trustee. 

As the war came on at that time 
and prices advanced, it was deemed 
advisable to let the fund accumu- 
late. This summer the fund had 
reached the amount of $11,500 so that 
the Trustees of the cemetery decided 
to go ahead with the work, thereby 
giving employment to men out of 
work. The fountain has now been 
erected and is a worthy memorial to 
such a public spirited man as Mr. 
Murdock and is a great addition to 
the beauty of the Newton Cemetery. 

The fountain is located opposite 
the cemetery office on a broad ex- 
panse of lawn and is surrounded by 
beautiful shade trees. The platform 
is forty feet in diameter with a pool 
twenty feet in diameter, and two 
bowls, eight feet, seven inches and 
three feet, six inches in diameter. It 
rises to a height of twelve feet, six 
inches, and is made of Bane granite. 
The fountain was designed by Gladys 
Ross Sebold. Jones Brothers Co. of 
Bane. Vermont, of which Mr. Sew- 
ard W. Jones of Newton Highlands, is 
president, cut the stone and erected 
the memorial.

In celebration of its organization 
on Dec. 12th, 1852, the Lincoln Park 
Baptist Church, West Newton, Mass., 
will hold a series of anniversary serv- 
ices from Deo. 6th through the 12th. 
The chief historical address will be 
given Sunday evening. Dec. 10th, at 
7:45 o’clock, when Dr. Henry K. 
Rowe, Professor of Church History at 
the Andover- Newton Theological 
School will speak. The 80tli Anniver- 
sary sermon will be preached by the 
present pastor. Rev. John Shade 
Franklin, who is completing Ills fifth 
year in this pastorate, Sunday morn- 
ing. Dec. 10th. The opening of the 
celebration on Wednesday, Dec. 6th, 
will he a supper at which the Hon. 
Sinclair Weeks. Mayor of Newton, 
will bring the greetings of the city. 
Numerous “old timers” and other 
friends will speak briefly with remin- 
iscence and felicltution. The follow- 
ing evening. Dec. 7th, the regular 
prayer meeting will be held with 
members attending in the costumes 
of early days and witnessing to the 
blessings bestowed upon them 
through this church. The conclud- 
ing observance will be held on Tues- 
day, Dec. 12th, the actual SOth anni- 
versary of the evening meeting at 
which the little group of sixteen Bap- 
tists gathered in the home of Sister 
Anna Winch and voted to organize 
themselves as the First Baptist 
Church of Newtonville. Hon. Edwin 
O. Childs, former Mayor of Newton, 
and the Rev. Frederick L. Anderson, 
I). D.. of Andover-Newton Theological 
Institution, will speak. Special invi- 
tations have been extended to the 
Immanuel Baptist Church, of Newton, 
and the Myrtle Baptist Church, of 
West Newton, both of which were or- 
ganized in part by members of Lin- 
oln Park Church. 

Wednesday, Dec. 6th. at the Anni- 
versary Supper, in addition to Mayor 
Weeks, the list of speakers includes 
Mrs. Irving Franklin Marshall, whose 
father. Henry H. Hunt, lmilt the orig- 
inal church edifice: Mrs. Herbert A.

It is expected that some of 
the projects will be under wav by Mon- 
day, December 4th. and that before 
the end of next week Newton’:-, quota 
of eleven hundred will be entirely- 
taken care of. All of those who are 
to receive this work will be notified 
. at their homes. 

The registration for this work is 
being held daily at City Hall from 
8:30 A.M. until 12:00 o’clock.

Weeks’ Rallies 


The Newton Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross received as its allot- 
ment of the wheat donated by the 
government and milled into flour by 
the National Red Cross 3310 bags of 
9S lbs. each, or bid. 1150 families 
in Newton, approved by Welfare 
Agencies, received this during a pe- 
riod of about a year. From cotton 
similarly donated and made up the 
following were also received: 20.900 
yards cotton or cotton flannel ma- 
terial: 450 pairs blankets: 150 com- 
forters: 340 yards sheeting: 1274 doz. 
garments (underwear, hosiery, trous- 
ers. shirts, etc. »: 102 doz. sweaters. 

The value of these goods at whole- 
sale prices were approximately $19.

For several months the political campaign for the Mayor- 
alty of Newton has been in progress. Much has been said and 
written regarding the various abilities of the five candidates 
for that office, from among whom the voters of Newton will 
make their selection as to which shall guide the destinies of 
the city during the next two years.

Thus our choice is confined to re-electing Mayor Weeks or 
electing his chief opponent, Thomas W. White.

The drivers of the cars involved 
were not to hlume for all these fatal 
accidents. But. with the last auto- 
mobiles in use today, there is a temp- 
tation to operate at speeds which uo 
not give proper consideration for the 
safety of pedestrians; particularly for 
the safetv of aged persons whose 
agility of mind and body has slowed 
down; or for the safety of children 
who do not exercise the caution ex- 
pected of adults. 

Traffic officers operating motorcy- 
cles do not prevent automobile ac- 
cidents. but they certainly lessen the 
number. The Newton police depart- 
ments formerly had 8 of its members 
operating motorcycles on traffic duty, 
except during the winter months. The 
past two years only two policemen 
have been operating motorcycles in 
this city despite the fact that two ad- 
ditional high speed thoroughfares have 
been built in the city. Isn't it about 
time that proper traffic protection be 
given to residents of Newton? Or are 
the lives of Newton residents of less 
import than the saving of several 
thousand dollars which patrolling of 
our streets by motorcycles officers 
would cost?

co-operate with him. For many months 
after he assumed this office we told 
anyone who asked us. that we be- 
lieved he was earnestly endeavoring 
to give the city a good administration. 
But. when we observed Mr. Weeks 
deferring to persons who combined 
activities in Newton’s politics with 
selfish interests, when we saw a prac- 
tical political machine being built 
up in this city, we became politically 
at varinnee with the present mayor.

Why have he 
and ids close political advisors en- 
deavored to defeat for re-election the 
few members of the Board who had j 
sufficient courage to disagree with the 
administration in some matters? Do 
you believe that it is for the best 
interest of Newton to have all twenty- 
one members of the Board of Aider- 
men subservient to the Mayor, or is 
it desirable to have an honest (if, in 
the mind of the administration) mis- 
taken minority to provide a check? 

We, personally (not the Graphic) 
favor the election of Thomas W.

Judge James A. Lowell of 51 
Hammond at.. Chestnut Hill died yes- 
terday at his home. He was tnken 
ill with erysipelas on November 19 and 
pneumonia developed last Tuesday.

It was declared that the beer tav- 
ern was the old saloon, and that Mas- 
sachusetts tried the beer saloon in 
tlie years 1S70-73: that the Police 
Commissioner of Chelsea, writing at 
that time said. “Every beer shop is 
a rum shop.’’ It was asserted that ev- 
ery beer shop now would be a hard 
liquor shop under cover; and that 
the tavern where men and women sit 
and drink together is more dangerous 
to morality and sobriety than the bar- 
room where men alone went and 
stood while they drank. 

Also that the speakeasy, down a 
buck alley where you must he intro- 
duced is less a menace than the bar- 
room, both because it is not as ac- 
cessible as the open-door of a saloon, 
and because it can lie instantly raided 
if the town so desires, wherens the 
tavern, bar-room and dispensaries can- 
not be touched until the next elec- 
tion. 

How to educate and publicity were 
the subjects considered, also the other 
points for which they would work: 
Total abstinence against Moderation; 
No-license committees in every town 
pledged to work against licensing of 
all liquor: passage of a federal law 
giving adequate protection to Dry 
states; a Federal law forbidding li- 
quor advertising over the radio; and 
election of Drys where otherwise qual- 
ified.

THE "NEW DEAL” IN EDUCATION 
A CONCLUDING STATEMENT 

During the past year, teachers, principals and superintendent 
In the Newton school system have given much time to a study 
and discussion of the whole question of school marks, honors and 
awards. This study has resulted in certain definite conclusions 
which have now been translated into action. Instead of temporiz- 
ing or compromising with this problem, "a new deal” has been 
declared. Teachers and pupils alike have embarked on a new 
adventure in education. The abandonment of old forms and pro- 
cedures. such ns report cards, "marks” and "honor rolls” will 
enable all concerned to think seriously In new terms. The only 
way to get out of a rut educationally is to got out. 

We have become convinced in Newton that too often admin- 
istrative devices and procedures tend to defeat the major pur- 
pose of education: thnt schools must build character; that the 
school situation and school experiences must he so organized and 
arranged that the child may develop desirable and worthwhile 
habits and attitudes. The marking system with its emphasis 
on honors and awards has definitely tended to stimulate wrong 
attitudes, habits and alms. Thousands of boys and girls are being 
taught to "bent the game.” Education must come to mean some- 
thing more than sharpened tools for the fight for each to get as 
much as he can against the Increasing competition of others. Tills 
attitude has bedeviled our whole socio-economic life. The school 
must take its stand squarely against the jungle law type of 
competition. 

School reports In Newton’s schools from now on will indicate 
real accomplishment instead of relative standing. They will be 
diagnostic rather than purely laudatory or condemnatory. Parents 
and teachers together will understand individual children better 
and together ljelp the child to develop just ns far as he can go. 

The whole aim and purpose of the new plan Is to make of the 
school a happy place whore pupils and teachers may work to- 
gether. sharing a rich experience to the end that every child may 
grow in wisdom, understanding and skill, each to the limit of 
his capacity. 

The detailed development of this plan Is in the competent hands 
of our newly appointed director of guidance and research working 
with a representative committee of teachers. 

Parents will be informed at least semi-annually by letter of 
the progress of their children. More frequent contacts and con- 
ferences will be arranged whenever necessary or desirable. The 
child’s success or difficulty will be his secret, shared only with 
his teacher and his parents. Under the new plan there will be 
no lowering of standards. Each child will be challenged con- 
stantly to work to the limit of his ability and capacity. "Getting 
by" will cease to he a worthy goal. "Making the most of oneself” 
is the new challenge.

Rotary Club 

An outstanding authority on Stage 
Lighting. C. Hassler Capron, spoke 
very interestingly on the history of 
the theatre, and the modern method 
of producing stage effects, at the reg- 
ular meeting of the Newton Rotary 
Club at the Brae Burn Club on Mon- 
day. Mr. Capron gave a brief his- 
tory of the earliest known days about 
loo B. C. when the valleys and hills 
were used as natural amphitheatres. 
Stage properties and scenery were 
unknown then. Out of tills period 
grew tlie small hut which served as 
a storage place, known us “skene”, 
for the swords, armor, nnd other 
stage accoutrements. As the plays 
grew the “skene” was enlarged to a 
two story building which served ns 
the "proscenium” or arch of tlie stage. 

In 1700 the theatre went indoors and 
lighting became necessary — first the 
candle light, followed by oil with a 
trough of wicks, and* then gas, which 
was the first controlled light of the 
stage. In 1885 electricity was first 
used on the stage, and our modern 
scenic effects are the growth and de- 
velopment of tlie period of stage il- 
lumination of the last decade. 

Tlie latest portable flood and spot 
lights, some of which were Mr. Cap- 
ron’s own designs, were demon- 
strated. 

Lightning and unusual sky effects 
were demonstrated by the use of the 
nitrogen spot light.

White Assails 
Mayor Weeks’ 
Administration 


Ex-Mayor Childs Active in 
White’s Support 


Thomas W. White at various rallies 
the past week severely criticised May- 
or Weeks’ administration. He re- 
ferred to the Mayor’s control of near- 
ly all the members of the Board of 
Aldermen, the secret sessions held by 
this body, and the resultant lack of 
knowledge by the people of Newton of 
facts they should know. 

White scored the spending of $700,- 
000 for the ornate Weeks junior high 
school at Newton Centre, when a good, 
utilitarian school could have been 
built for half this cost. He said 
"this is not the time to build monu- 
ments.” He attacked Weeks for re- 
sorting to the pledge card campaign 
months before the election, thus seek- 
ing to unduly influence nnd coerce 
voters and nullify the Australian bal- 
lot principle. 

Referring to the welfare problem 
in Newton. White said that the maxi- 
mum number of cases, including 
Soldiers’ Relief, was under 1000; that 
Newton Is far less burdened, propor- 
tionately, than any other city in the 
State, and that 30 per cent of the 
cost of meeting welfare aid is con- 
tributed by the Federal Government. 
The total cost of Welfare in the city 
for this year ($200,000) is little, as 
compared with other places. Mr. 
White said that it amounts to only 
90 cents of the tax rate. He severely 
criticised the coinmissnry method of 
welfare as inhuman and contrary to 
the desire of the Federal Welfare ex- 
ecutives. It has been resorted to 
but by a few places in Massachu- 
setts. 

White asserted that instead of be- 
ing an enemy of the laboring class, as 
he has been painted, he is a real 
friend of the workers. He said he lias 
been twice endorsed by the Federation 
of State. City and Town Employees, 
as well as by other labor organiza- 
tions and unions. He stated (bat 
anyone who claims be ever said that 
$2 per day is enough for a working 
man. is a liar. He promised to restore 
the wage cut to city employees if lx 
becomes Mayor, at the first possible 
opportunity. lie referred to the many 
endorsers of Weeks who are on the 
city payroll, or who have been re- 
ceiving favors from the Weeks ad- 
ministration. 

At the White rally in Stearns School 
last night a Weeks worker, without 
having a permit to do so. entered the 
building and distributed circulars at- 
tacking White’s alleged labor record. 
Referring to this circular, White de- 
nounced some of the charges in it as 
utter falsehoods, and he explained 
why he had voted against other labor 
measures a score of years ago when 
conditions at that time justified such 
action. He said none of the votes he 
made on these matters took one cent 
from the workers pay. He refeired to 
the motives impelling some of the 
signers of this circular, and said that 
tiie father of one of these signers had 
apologized to him for Ills son’s ac- 
tion. and had assured him that he 
would receive the votes of five other 
members of this signer’s family. He 
said he had been endorsed by the la- 
bor organizations which are men- 
tioned in this circular. 

Ex-Mayor Childs, who advocates Mr. 
White’s election, called attention to 
the fact that in 1921 White had man- 
aged the campaign which elected a 
slate of aldermen favorable to Childs, 
and that White had lead this majorl- 
j v of tiie Board in friendly co-opera- 
tion with tiie then Mayor (Childs), 
and had brought about increases in 
wages and salaries for all city em- 
ployees. 

No Teaching Work 
For Unemployed 

Seventy-five unemployed persons of 
this city, mostly women, had a very 
brief term as "school teachers" in 
Newton on Monday. They were among 
the many who reported to the employ- 
ment ofllcc at ctt.v hall conducted in 
conjunction with the C. W. A. pro- 
gram. They were instructed to re- 
port to the Newton school department 
to he assigned to various schools as 
kindergarten assistants. science 
teachers, building assistants and phy- 
sical instructors. Some of those told 
to report for such duties never had 
experience or any training for such 
work. Before any of the temporary 
teachers got started on their new du- 
ties, an order came from Washington 
cancelling this type of activity under 
the (’. W. A. in Newton. Similar or- 
ders were sent to other cities, includ- 
ing Boston, where 1000 persons had 
been told to report at schools for 
teaching and other duties.

Newton to Vote 
On License, Not on 
Tavern Questior 

Question on Ballot Regarding 
Sale of Liquor in Newton 

A few days ago it was rumored that 
ftt the city election next Tuesday th 
yoters would be called upon to ballot 
upon the question of licensing "tav 
erns" in Newton. There is no foun 
dation to the rumor. There will be 
however, the question of licensing th' 
sale of alcoholic beverages, wines and 
malt beverages upon the ballot. 

Tills question is divided into thre* 
separate questions. The first is as tc 
whether or not the sale of all alee 
hollo beverages shall be permitted ii 
Newton. In the event the vote Is ir 
favor of license on this question th» 
local licensing commission will b< 
compelled, by state law, to withhoh 
twenty-five per cent of the quota o 
permits to be issued for the consump 
tion of such beverages on the prem 
ises, until the question of whether oi 
not “taverns” shall be legalized in the 
city. 

The second question is whether or 
not the sale of wines and malt bev- 
erages shall be permitted in Newton. 
In the event that the voters express 
preference for this form of license the 
same situation will prevail in regard 
to the taverns. When the tavern ques- 
tion is later decided the taverns 
Avould then be permitted to sell only 
wines and malt beverages. 

There are also on the ballot in- 
structions regarding how to mark the 
ballot on these questions in order to 
objain a full expression of opinion. 
If a voter desires to permit the sale 
of any and all beverages he should 
vote “Yes” on both questions. If he 
desires to permit only the sale of 
wines and malt beverages he should 
vote "Yes” on the first question and 
"No” on the second. If he desires to 
prohibit the sale of any alcoholic bev- 
erages in Newton be should vote 
"No” on both questions. There is no 
question on the ballot which divides 
the matter into whether or not the 
sale of such beverages is to be sold 
in packages only or to lie consumed 
<m the premises also. In the event 
Newton votes for license the vote 
will he for both forms of licenses.

Mayor Weeks discussed the welfare 
and labor policies of his administra- 
tion at rallies last night in the Un- 
derwood School, Newton and at the 
Emerson School, Newton Upper Falls. 

“It has been our aim since 1930,” 
said Mayor Weeks, "to carry on our 
welfare activities on the most hu- 
mane basis. To provide a maximum 
amount of assistance for the victims 
of the depression, we determined that 
every dollar should be honestly and 
properly spent. We also made up our 
minds that our first aim would be to 
provide adequate food, clothing and 
shelter for women and little children, 
who have suffered the most. There- 
fore. when the cash system began to 
show defects we installed a modified 
commissary system, which accom- 
plished that purpose. I am aware 
that some few of the men who for- 
merly received cash grants, which did 
not always go to relieve conditions 
in the home, are criticising the com- 
missary system and that some of my 
opponents are attempting to capitalize 
this criticism. But we have the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that well over 
80 per cent of the recipients of wel- 
fare funds, particularly the women, 
endorse the methods we have adopted. 
Newton has had no public welfare 
scandals, and will not have any. 

"In order to provide relief for the 
home owners of Newton. I advocated 
and with the support of the aldermen 
carried through a flat reduction of 
7 per cent in all municipal salaries. 
We did this believing that the city 
employes, most of them protected by 
civil service and therefor secure in 
their jobs, should make some contribu- 
tion to the relief of distress. In my 
opinion this was a more honest and 
more satisfactory method than the 
compulsory contributions to welfare 
and other funds enforced in other . 
cities. These compulsory contribu- 
tions in the aggregate amount to a 
great deal more than the Newton re- 
duction. Some city employees have 
been resentful, hut I believe that if 
they are fair they will admit that 
they have suffered far less than the 
great bulk of our citizens. I am mak- 
ing no idle promises in this campaign, 
but I venture the prophecy that if bet 
ter times do come and the need for 
heavy expenditures for welfare ac- 
tivities is less acute, the employes 
of Newton will have their wages re- 
stored far quicker than the employes 
in other cities will be relieved of the 
duty of making compulsory contribu- 
tions." 

Recital of the record of his four- 
year business administration in which 
he covered every phase ot' municipal 
management, featured rally addresses 
by Mayor Sinclair Weeks during the 
present week. The Mayor, seeking re- 
election for another term held strict- 
ly to his own campaign and did not. 
like some of his opponents, resort to 
criticism of any candidate. 

Taxes and Credit” was the sub- 
ject of his Monday night addresses: 

Water" was his topic on Tuesday and 
since then he has successively ex- 
plained his position and accounted for 
his actions on "Municipal Improve- 
ments and Aldermanic Co-operation." 
"Zoning the City” and "Welfare and 
Labor." 

The Weeks Campaign, moreover, 
swung into full stride with street ban- 
ners hung across thoroughfares in va- 
rious parts of the city and in organ- 
ization of its great force of volunteer 
workers for duty on Election Day. 

Charles B. Floyd of Auburndale, 
manager of the Weeks Campaign, de- 
clared : 

"None of the four opponents of 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks has brought 
forth a real issue against the pres- 
ent administration. Verbal reports of 
committee members and letters from 
citizens of every village which have 
virtualb pouivu* into headquarters 
during the past week, clearly indi- 
rate that the residents of Newton are 
overwhelmingly satisfied with our 
Mayor and proud of the city they live 
in where tuxes are lowest of any city 
in Massachusetts, financial standing 
the best, all departments functioning 
normally despite the worst depression 
In history and Welfare and Soldiers’ 
Relief administration now ten times 
greater than when Mr. Weeks took of- 
fice -acknowledged to be efficiently 
operated and. from the standpoint of 
unfortunate citizens, the most gener- 
ous in the Commonwealth."

student of sociology, has been ex- 
pounding quite radical views. Al- 
though he asserts in his campaign lit- 
erature that he has been a life-long 
Democrat, his political doctrines are 
more radical than even liberal Demo- 
crats usually expound, and show the 
results of Mr. Drake’s socialistic affili- 
ations in his younger years. His 
views, while coinciding in some re- 
spects with the trend of things in 
economic matters nationally, will not 
be shared by any appreciable percent- 
age of Newton voters In this munici- 
pal contest. 

Hodgdon, a serious minded man. 
has been waging his fight largely on 
a partisan basis. Because of his in- 
telligence. there has been a wonder- 
ment as to how he can believe, he 
has a real chance of winning the fight. 
He has been closely in touch with 
Newton politics in late years, and 
knows how many of Newton’s citizens 
who support the Democratic party in 
State and National elections are sup- 
porting either Weeks or White. He 
has knowledge of the way in which 
alleged Democrats, even members of 
the th*n Democratic Ward and City 
Committee, deserted the candidate of 
this party in the hotly contested city 
election about 30 years ago. He will 
realize next Tuesday night that Dem- 
ocrats in Newton were not loyal a 
generation ago when the election was 
conducted on a partisan basis, the 
present generation of Democrats will 
be even less influenced by party ap- 
peal when the election is conducted 
on a non-partisan basis. 

White has been waging his fight 
on the strength of his experience in 
city and State governments, on the 
confidence reposed in him by former 
Presidents and Governors, of his 
knowledge of municipal financing and 
of his understanding of the problems 
which confront business men as well 
as working men. He is receiving sup- 
port from both classes to an extent 
which is causing considerable con- 
cern to Mayor Weeks and his suppor- 
ters. as is evidenced by the intensely 
active campaign which the Mayor 
and his campaign committee have 
been conducting. Although White’s 
list of endorsers, as printed, is not 
comparable in numbers or in seeming 
social and financial weight with that 
of Mayor Weeks' printed list of en- 
dorsers. it is a known fact that a 
large number of persons residing in 
the wealthier sections of the city 
have privately expressed the inten- 
tion of voting for White. So. the pre- 
ponderance of working people on 
White’s list of endorsers does not 
mean that he will have to depend 
mostly on the working class for his 
support next Tuesday. 

Mayor Weeks and his committee 
have been conducting an extremely 
well organized campaign for several 
months. Nothing has been left undone 
to honeycomb the city in the effort to 
influence the electorate in his behalf. 
Pledge cards, personal calls by the 
Mayor's workers and adherents, house 
rallies, public rallies and profuse dis- 
tribution of literature — all have been 
used in the Weeks’ campaign. The 
lists of his endorsers show that his 
supporters include persons of all class- 
es in the city, and if he is not reelect- 
ed. it will not be because of lack of 
effort or overconfidence. 

The “clean” campaigns which have 
been conducted by Weeks and White, 
in open rallies at least, are in decided 
contrast to the "muddy character” of 
a circular distributed last night which 
bitterly attacks White’s alleged labor 


record. This circular is signed by sev- 
eral supporters of the Mayor who are 
members of the working class. It Is 
inevitable that this circular will bring 
a bitter reply from White and his 
followers. It is doubtful if it will have 
the effect expected by those responsi- 
ble for its appearance. Most of the 
working class who have taken sides 
with White will not be alienated from 
him because of his alleged entity to 
labor as a member of the Legislature 
and State official a score or so years 
past. 

In the aldermanic contests the prin- 
cipal interest centers in the fight be- 
tween Ward Alderman Sidney Holden 
of Ward 6 and Edward O. Proctor of 
Newton Centre who are candidates for 
the office of Alderman-at-Large to suc- 
ceed Norman Pratt. Mr. Holden has 
a large following and so has Mr. Proc- 
tor. Holden enjoys considerable per- 
sonal popularity in Newton Centre. He 
has the backing of the Weeks’ ma- 
chine and his endorsers include some 
Democrats who have been prominent 
in this party’s activities in Newton. 
Mr. Proctor, because of his refinement 
and democratic character, has won a 
large numbers of admirers, among 
persons m the various walks of life in 
this city. He has made a very favor- 
able impression at rallies and is not 
being taken lightly by Mr. Holden and 
the friends of the latter. 

In the Ward 5 contest for Alder- 
man-at-Large. the present incumbent, 
John Temperley. who has won an en- 
viable reputation for rugged honesty 
and independence during the six years 
he has been an alderman, is not be- 
ing openly opposed by the Weeks’ 
partisans, as he was two years ago, 
although Temperley has openly come 
out for White. William A. Davidson 
of Beethoven ave., Waban. who op- 
posed Donald McKay for alderman a 
year ago. came out openly for Mayor 
Weeks last week. Davidson, prior to 
hat time had not manifested evidences 
of political friendliness towards the 
Mayor.

The members of the Newton Ro- 
tary Club had the pleasure of listen- 
ing to an interesting discourse by one 
of their members, John Cahill, upon 
the subject of “The Automotive In- 
dustry Under the NRA.” Mr. Cahill 
gave the club the more important 
features of the automobile code 
which if properly enforced would not 
only he of valuable assistance to the 
manufacturer, dealers, laborers, and 
salesmen, but would be a groat pro- 
tection to the purchasing public. 

The Code provides among other 
things that a dealer in used cars can- 
not employ any subterfuges in order 
to dispose of his inventory, such as 
establishing a price for a car and 
then giving the purchaser such acces- 
sories as tires, horns, and other spo 
cial concessions in order to induco 
the purchaser to buy. 

The Code also provides that the 
speedometer on new cars must be 
connected at all times so that the 
public will be assured that the mile- 
age shown upon the speedometer of 
the car is correct. Upon the violation 
of any provision of the Code the deal- 
er is subject to cancellation of his 
agency contract. Generally it is 
thought that Codes were for the ben- 
efit of the manufacturer, dealer, la- 
borer, and salesmen, and it was ex 
tremely interesting to learn that such 
measures were taken to protect the 
buying public.

The nearest I can get is 
Day & Martin, but I’m not certain that 
is correct. The shine produced was 
astonishingly bright, provided plenty 
of energy was used. It was evidence 
of up-and-coming qualities und per- 
sonal neatness to have your shoes 
shined ami your hair brushed was u 
vital matter. Of course there was 
such a thing as overdoing it and the 
boy who looked slicked up at all times 
was suspected of having a girl, which 
suspicion wus no doubt sound.

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The municipal election campaign 
now drawing to a close is the most 
hectic in the history of this city. Talk 
about mud slinging, there has been 
a veritable barrage of "dirt” and poi- 
son gas in this fight.

Childs received from the Boards of 
Aldermen from 1921 on for several 
years, in increasing the pay of em- 
ployees of the City of Newton, should 
nullify the propaganda which has 
been extensively circulated that White 
is unfriendly to labor.

A DIVISION OF GUIDANCE AND RESEARCH IS ESTABLISHED 
IN THE NEWTON SCHOOLS 

Newton’s schools constitute her major “industry”. All industries 
exist for the purpose of transforming certain raw materials by means 
of various processes into a product of greater usefulness and value. 
In this sense we see the children who enter the school ns the raw 
material. We see the classroom as the production unit, the plnce 
where physical, mental, social, and ethical development Is guided; 
a place where this raw material Is transformed into young men and 
women ready to take their place as useful citizens who will fit Into 
the life of the community. The greatest emphasis, until recently, 
has been placed upon the work of this unit, the classroom process. 
There have been developed, as a result, many highly organized plans 
and methods of instruction while subject matter has been improved 
and expanded. 

Industry, however, has found that It cannot devote all of its effort 
and attention to any one of the units which constitute a part of Its 
organization. It cannot concentrate upon the production activities 
to the exclusion of others. It recognizes that other phnses of activity 
are equally essential for its successful operation. It must linve an 
inspection department to measure, inspect, properly classify, or label 
its product: It must have a planning and routing department to 
economize time and methods of manufacture. It must have service, 
personnel, advertising, and sales departments. 

Education has likewise discovered that It cannot focus its atten- 
tion exclusively on its production activities, the classroom instruction 
of pupils. It recognizes that most effective classroom situations are 
dependent to no small degree upon factors that hitherto liuve not been 
given the attention that they should have been given. It has felt 
the need of an agency within the school that should serve as a means 
of Improving Its effectiveness that it may render a greater service 
to youth. 

in response to this need, there has been created within the Newton 
schools a new department, the Division of Guidance and Research. 
This new department assumes for the Newton schools the responsi- 
bilities that are carried by the planning, routing, inspecting, service, 
and personnel departments in industry. It will assist In Increasing 
the school’s effectiveness through evaluations of methods and materials 
of instruction, records, and reports. It will aid in the proper distribu- 
tion of pupils into those classes, subjects, and courses where the school 
may make its greatest contribution to the individual. It will usslst 
in making those adjustments necessary to care for individual problems 
us they arise. It will he responsible for providing young people with 
more information pertaining to the educational and vocational possi- 
bilities that are open to them. Finally, it will be Interested in the 
further development of plans and procedures for measuring the growth 
of individuals in various fields of school and life activities. 

These and other activities In which the division will engage 
will enable the school to assure to every child the advantages of indi- 
vidual treatment which have always been given to the most fortunate 
children under the most favorable circumstances. It will enable the 
school to Improve its services through the development of especially 
selected procedures, improved instruments, better understood scientific 
principles, so that the school will provide the conditions necessary 
for the greutest possible individual development.

Applo Muffins 

1 ogg 

1 cup milk 

2 cups flour 

4 teaspoons baking powder 
Yi teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons sugar 

1 cup chopped apples 

4 tablespoons melted fat 

2 tablespoons sugar 
Yi teaspoon cinnamon 

Break the egg into a mixing 
bowl; boat it. Add the milk to it 
Sift the flour, measure, and sift 
with the other dry ingredients. 
Combine the milk and (lour mix- 
tures, and add the chopped apples. 
Add the melted fat, mix quickly 
and thoroughly, and drop Into 
oiled muffin pans. Sprinkle with 


sugar mixed with cinnamon. Bake 
at 400° for about 25 minutes. 

Almond Broad 

3 cups whole wheat flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

1 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons melted butter 

1 egg 

1 % cups milk 

1 cup almonds, chopped 
coarsely 

Yt cup hazel nuts, chopped 
coarsely 

Sift flour, measure, then sift to- 
gether all dry ingredients. Beat 
the egg, add the milk and then 
stir this into the flour mixture. 
Mix well. Add the nuts and melted 
butter. Bake in greased fruit cake 
pan in a moderate oven (350°) 
for about 1 hour. Excellent plain 
or in sandwiches.

The Blue Eagle has spread its 
wings to cover all Industries of the 
United States, the newspaper publish- 
ing business Included. It Is of great 
Importance to the merchant-adver- 
tiser and the consumer reader, as well 
as the newspaper publisher, to con- 
sider just what the Blue Eagle Is con- 
cerned with In this Industry. 

First of all the NRA does not con- 
cern Itself with the freedom of the 
press. That is an Inherent right of 
the people of the United States hand- 
ed down by the liberty-loving found- 
ers of the nation. It does concern 
Itself with working hours, wages, and 
conditions. In addition there are com- 
petitive ills and unethical practices 
that have sprung up in more recent 
years which will not he tolerated in 
the “new deal”. Similar practices in 
other industries have been some- 
what remedied through the applica- 
tion and signing of basic codes and 
there is sufficient indication that the 
NRA has brought w'orth while results. 

The allied graphic arts industries, 
which include the large metropolitan 
dailies, small city dailies and week- 
lies, print shops which may or may 
not conduct a newspaper also, and 
other publications, have been working 
for weeks on the problem of a basic 
code. The preliminary hearings in 
Washington about a month ago saw 
more thnn forty separate codes sub- 
mitted with each group seeking privi- 
leges which are of value to that group 
alone. At the present time officials of 
associations representing these vari- 
ous groups are at work endeavoring 
to solve the difficult problem. 

Publishers of leading weeklies and 
small city dailies are well-organized 
through the National Editorial Asso- 
ciation. nn organization of long stand- 
ing and of great influence. It i3 com- 
prised of several thousands of pub- 
lishers and publisher printers from 
every state in the union: It is sig- 
nificant and a tribute to the weekly 
newspapers of Massachusetts that 
the association has selected three of 
its presidents in the past twelve years 
from this state. They have been J. 

C. Brimblecom of the Newton Gra- 
phic; L. C. Hall of the Wareham Cou- 
rier: and the present president, W. 

D. Allen of the Brookline Chronicle. 
Mr. Allen is now giving much of his 
time to the development of a code. 
Meanwhile many of these publishers 
and printers have signed the Presi- 
dent's Re-employment Agreement and 
are operating under the Blue Eagle. 

While the competitive ills and un- 
ethical practices which have found 
entrance Into the publishing of news- 
papers have affected that Industry to 
some extent, they have been of great- 
er harm to the merchant-advertiser. In 
many cities and towns these mer- 
chants have been more or less easy 
prey for the operators of “fly-by-night” 
advertising schemes. In many cases 
these schemes have been promoted 
successively In neighboring communi- 
ties but it is significant that they sel- 
dom come back. The operators make 
glowing promise of circulation, dis- 
tribution, and fabulous results — fre- 
quently impossible of fulfillment The 
merchant finds that he has spent his 
advertising money in a fruitless 
search for business. As a result hun- 
dreds of dollars in each trade area 
have gone out of the community 
never to return. 

Another advertising medium which 
appeals greatly to some merchants is 
that of the “store news” or “shop- 
pings news” type. Here again the 
merchant frequently finds himself 
seeking the pot of gold at the end of 
the rainbow. This form of advertis- 
ing, is no doubt, greatly beneficial 
when properly conducted under proper 
conditions. It has had marked suc- 
cess in large cities where a number 
of large stores have co-operated in 
making it worthwhile. The distribu- 
tion of the advertising message of 
these large stores is highly organ- 
ized. The work Involved entails ex- 
penses which run into thousands and 
tens of thousands of dollars. This 
expense means little to stores whose 
daily receipts are stated In four or 
five figures and It Is of value to them 
largely because of the size of the ad- 
vertising message, its far-reaching dis- 
tribution and its resultant wide-spread 
appeal. 

Can the same method be used on a 
smaller scale by the small town mer- 
chant effectively? No, because the 
expense of such an organization would 
be prohibitive. Furthermore there is 
an insufficient number of stores doing 
a total gross business large enough 
to make an effective appeal to the con- 
sumer in this way. 

Advertising can never be successful 
unless it has appeal to the consumer. 
The poorly printed, poorly made-up. 
and the irregularly distributed strict- 
ly advertising sheet is in most cases 
given but a cursory glance and tossed 
away. The consumer is little inter- 
ested in such advertising. 

The consumer, however, is inter- 
ested in tradiug in tiis community as 
much as possible. How theu, can the 
merchant attract this trade? In al- 
most overy city or town there Is one 
or more legitimate news publications 
which are u part of the community. 
They have grown with It — the pub- 
lishers are frequently well-known citi- 
zens— always interested in bettering 
tho community. The readers of theso 
newspapers are also interested in com- 
munity uffairs with tho result that the 
reader-interest is higher than iu any 
other form of publication. It is in 
reullty u community enterprise and Is 
without doubt tho bust advertising 
medium for tho merchunt. 

Tho clarion call of the NRA is for 
co-operation. Between the merchant.

Occasionally the telephone of the 
Newton Chapter American Red Cross 
rings and a voice says, "This is Mrs. 
Blank. I understand there is some- 
one at your office who could help me 
to know whether or not 1 am spend- 
ing my money wisely and providing 
the proper food for my family”; 

“I wonder if the lady who made the 
menus for the city welfare depart- 
ment could help me. too. The menus 
sounded so nutritious and cheap." 
Through one source or another these 
women have become aware that the 
last quarter of a century has 
brought rapid advancement in the 
scientific knowledge of diet and its 
important relation to health and 
happiness. The terrifying period of 
the depression has only served to 
increase the realization of the neces- 
sity for adequate food if lives of 
children, particularly, are not to be 
permanently scarred. The Children’s 
Bureau of the Department of Labor 
at Washington has roughly estimated 
that one-fifth of the children in the 
United States are undernourished as 
a result of unemployment conditions. 
The situation is serious and all facili- 
ties must be united to meet it Be- 
cause of these facts and to help oth- 
er workers in the field of Public 
Health to cope with the problem the 
Newton Chapter of the American 
Red Cross has undertaken during 
the past year a program of Com- 
munity Nutrition. In March a full- 
time Nutritionist was added to its 
staff and her services were made 
available to all organizations in the 
city. The response to this work has 
been such that the services of an- 
other part-time worker are now re- 
quired. 

Over 200 home visits have been 
made to 50 families referred by the 
Newton District Nursing Associa- 
tion. the Newton Welfare Bureau. 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief. School 
Nurses and Department of Public 
Welfare. Classes have been given 
to the staff and student nurses of 
the Newton District Association. 
Many of the Well Baby Conferences 
have been attended and advice given 
to mothers regarding the feeding of 
infant and preschool children. Con- 
sultation service has been maintained 
for all nurses and social workers 
desiring help or information on nu- 
trition or budget problems. 

At the Newton Hospital Out-Pa- 
tient Department two Food Clinics a 
week have been held in consultation 
with the medical service for pa- 
tients requiring special diets. Over 
50 patients have made a total of 
about 20 visits in six mouths for 
diabetic overweight, anemic, ulcer 
or underweight diets. 

Once a mouth at the request of His 
Honor, tho Mayor of Newton, the 
Nutrition Service of the Newton Red 
Cross submits food lists for use un- 
der the modified commissary system 
of relief which the Public Welfare 
and Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief De- 
partments have adopted. These lists 
are based on the minimum adequate 
allowuuce of food necessary to main- 
tain health. Menus, recipes, and sug- 
gestions for the use of the food are 
also prepared. 

The scope of the work is gradual- 
ly increasing, especially uloug the 
Hues of education and it is hoped the 
program will eventually become a 
permuneut community asset.

Turkey has turned to Anglo-Saxon 
culture because it has been decided 
that It is best adapted to the tem- 
perament of tho people and to the ful- 
filment of their national aspirations, 
declared Miss Selma Ekreni in deliv- 
ering the second of this season’s lec- 
tures at the West Newton Unitarian 
Church on Sunday evening. 

Garbed in the Mushlali. a beautiful 
example of Turkish embroidery, grace- 
fully draped over her black and white 
American dress, with clear-cut tea 
tures set off by a bobbed coiffure of 
which any American girl might he 
proud, this Turkish young woman 
spoke with a clear enunciation and 
fluency which held her audience per- 
fectly as she described the radical 
changes which have tken place in the 
government and customs of her peo- 
ple during the past ten years. 

She opened her lecture with a story 
which illustrated the old order of 
things in Turkey. A young man visited 
a cabinet maker, ordered a cradle and 
paid for it in advance. Twenty-seven 
years later a young man called upon 
the cabinet maker and asked for the 
cradle which his father had ordered. 
The old mun replied, ‘‘I have the or- 
der and here is the money, but how 
do you expect me to make a cradle in 
so short a time?” The speaker said, 
“Turkey had to change from her old 
slow ways if she would survive." 

Miss Ekren said that Young Turkey 
has decided that Allah has more im- 
portant things to concern himself with 
than that a young girl shall veil her- 
self at twelve years of age and submit 
to other customs which robbed her 
of her personal liberty and made her 
future life a burden to be endured. 

The people of the country gladly 
accepted the republic for they were 
ready to exchange tyranny for pro- 
gressive leadership. Turkish women 
are now almost as free as their west- 
ern sisters. They mingle freely with 
men in all walks or life. Everyone is 
now learning to read the new alpha- 
bet, and suffrage and the professions 
are open to women the same as to the 
men. . „ 

The new order is not without Its 
problems, continued the speaker. With 
the abolishment of polygamy and the 
discovery of love has come the prob- 
lem of the old maid which lias not 
yet been solved. She said that it 
seemed to her that this country has 
no such problem because there is al- 
ways enough work tor unmarried 
women in assisting the realization of 
national ideals. She regretted that this 
problem hud to come with the great 
reforms. . , 

In closing Miss Kkrein suggested 
four girts which her country would 
like to make to the West: "Putlence, 
Leisure. Contentment, Resignation. 
With a 27 per cent income tux which 
cannot be evaded by those earning $!'• 
a month, life in Turkey is not un easy 
one at present, hut with these virtues 
everything brrniu*'* easy.”

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John C. Brimblecom, Owner and 
Publisher of the Newton Graphic, 
Passes Away At His Home Sunday 

Editor Had Attained State and National Prominence In The Field of Journalism — 
Served City and State For Many Years 


John C. Brimblecom, owner and 
publisher of the Newton Graphic, 
passed away early Sunday evening 
at his home at 283 Lowell ave., Now- 
tonville. His death occurred a few 
minutes before six o’clock after a 
brief illness, following several years 
of failing health. He had long been 
prominent In civic affairs and news- 
paper circles, having been president 
and treasurer of the Newton Gra- 
phic Publishing Company since pur- 
chasing the newspuper with a group 
of associates in 1900. He was a for- 
mer Representative to the General 
Court from Newton from 1920 through 
1924; a former president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Press and National Editor- 
ial Associations; and for many years 
was connected with the Newton city 
government. 

He was born in Swampscott, Mass., 
on Jan. 21st, 1868. the son of John 
Briard and Mary Ann (Lewis) Brim- 
blecom. On his father’s side he was 
descended from early settlers of Mar- 
blehead who came to that town from 
Devonshire. England, in 1658. 

He moved to Newton with his par- 
ents when seven years of age and 
was educated in the Newton public 
schools. He left high school at the 
end of his second year in order to 
aid in the support of his mother and 
father. 

In 1885 he became assistant to City 
Clerk Isaac F. Kingsbury and with 
the exception of a few months in the 
lutter part of 1889 was connected 
with the city government in various 
capacities for nearly thirty-seven 
years. In 1888 he was made clerk of 
the Common Council which office he* 
held until 1898 when the city charter 
was changed giving Newton a new 
form of government. He was then 
made clerk of committees of the 
Board of Aldermen and continued in 
this position until the office was con 
solidated with that of city clerk in 
1922. 

On January 1st, 1894, he became 
agent of the Newton Board of Health 
serving under Dr. Francis G. Cur- 
tis, who has been chairman of that 
Board since 1893. He resigned that 
position as agent in 1898. 

In 1900 Mr. Brimblecom saw the op- 
portunity to purchase the Newton 
Graphic- which at that time wib -min-d 


by Edward D. Baldwin. Seeking the 
aid of a group of friends the Newton 
Graphic Publishing Company was 
formed with Mr. Brimblecom as pres- 
ident and treasurer. The other in- 
corporators were G. Fred and John 
Simpson. The original stockholders 
of the company In addition to Mr. 
Brimblecom were G. Fred Simpson, 
John W. Weeks, Frank A. Day, 
Charles I. Travelli, Sydney Harwood, 
James C. Melvin. Charles S. Denni- 
son, Henry E. Cobb. Arthur F. Luke, 
Charles W. Leonard, Emma T. Leon- 
ard. Henry B. Day, Edmund W. Con- 
verse, Fred M. Crehore, Frank J. 
Hale, and Winthrop Coffin. 

The newspaper at that time in- 
cluded a mechanical plant which was 
located on Centre place almost di- 
rectly opposite the present office of 
the Newton Graphic in the postofflee 
building. A few years later fire seri- 
ously damaged the plant and it was 
moved to the location on Centre place 
now occupied by the Graphic Press. 
Under the direction of Mr. Brimble- 
com the Graphic became the leading 
newspaper of the city with an in- 
creased circulation and prestige that 
enabled him to purchase, from time 
to time, stock held by the original 
group of friends. At the time of his 
death all of the stock except five 
shares was held by either Mr. Brim- 
blecom or his widow', the few remain- 
ing shares being owned by Mr. Alls- 
ton Burr of Chestnut Hill, a valued 
friend. 

On June lltli, 1891. Mr. Brimblecom 
married Lillie Frances Stone, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Stone 
of Watertown. After several years 
residence on Hunter street. West 
Newton, the Brimblecom family 
moved to a new residence at 25 Brea- 
more rd.. in the Hunnewell Hill sec- 
tion of Newton where they resided 
for nearly thirty years. There were 
four children, one daughter dying in 
infancy. His widow, two daughters. 
Janet and Helen, and a son. Warren 
K. survive him. Since 1924 the son 
has been associated with him and 
for the past five years has taken over 
the management of the newspaper 
business. He is, at the present time, 
a Representative to the General 
Court from Newton. 

Mr. Brimblecom's interest and suc- 


cess in the newspaper business was 
enhanced by association with other 
publishers throughout the state. In 
1910 he was elected president of the 
Mass. Press Association, an or- 
ganization comprised of weekly news- 
paper publishers, in which he had 
been active for some years. 

In 1912 his outside interests led 
him to sell the printing department 
of the plant, permitting him to de- 
vote attention to the publishing of 
the newspaper free from the cares of 
job-printing and mechanical prob- 
lems. 

Becoming well-known throughout 
the state brought him in contuct w-ith 
the National Editorial Association, an 
organization of publishers of week- 
ly and small daily newspapers in all 
states of the union. In 1921 he was 
elected vice-president of that associa- 
tion and succeeded to the presidency 
to fill the office left by President E. 
E. Brodie of Oregon who was appoint- 
ed U. S. Minister to Finland. At the 
thirty-eighth annual convention of the 
N. E. A. in Missoula, Montana, in 
June 1922, he was elected President 
for the ensuing year. He was the 
first Massachusetts newspaper man to 
hold this office and the only president 
in the history of the organization to 
serve more than one yeur. His inter- 
est in the association and its efforts 
towards th" upbuilding of the news* 
paper fraternity was responsible to 
some degree for other Massachusetts 
publishers becoming interested in the 
N. E. A. In 1928 a second Massachu- 
setts publisher. L. (\ Hall of the Ware- 
lmm Courier, Wareham became presi- 
dent of the association and last June 
Walter I). Allen of the Brookline 
Chronicle, Brookline, was elected to 
that office. For several years follow- 
ing his term as president Mr. Brimble- 
com was chairman of the Legislative 
Committee of the organization. The 
necessity of frequent trips to Wash- 
ington and meetings of other publish- 
ers’ associations in this capacity gave 
him the opportunity of making many 
additional friends. For many years 
he attended the annual conventions 
of the N. E. A. and had visited all 
but two of the states in the union. 
In 1925 he w*as invited by the Federal 
government as a press correspondent 
to attend the naval maneuvers in 
Hawaiian waters. 

With all his activity in the field 
of journalism and in the interests

time to retain a close contact with 
civic affairs. His long connection 
with city duties gave him a wide- 
spread knowledge and appreciation of 
the problems of municipal government 
and he was held in high esteem by 
many city officials. For many years 
he served as secretary-treasurer of 
the Civic Club of Newton, an organi- 
zation comprised only of present and 
former city officials. In 1913 when he 
had completed twenty-five years of 
service as clerk of the Common Coun- 
cil and Board of Aldermen he was 
tendered a testimonial banquet by 
members of the Civic Club. On that 
occasion he was piesented with a 
beautiful gold watch and chain which 
were among his most prized posses- 
sions. 

At intervals of several years he com- 
piled and published three books per- 
taining to the history of the city and 
its representative citizens. The last 
of these, issued about six years ago. 
was a Memorial Ret'* vi ">f the Newton 
youths who served in the World War.

The most bitterly contested city 
election in the history of Newton 
brought out a record vote on Tues- 
day. Of a total of 32,657 registered 
voters. 25.109 went to the polls; al- 
most 77 percent. The result was — a 
sweeping victory for Mayor Weeks, 
the reelection of all members of the 
present Board of Aldermen who 
sought return to office; and "Believe 
It or Not," a majority vote for the 
sale of alcoholic beverages in New- 
ton, including the higher powered 
liquors. 

Mayor Weeks defeated his only 
real opponent, Thomas W. White, 
two to one. Weeks received 16,334 
votes; White 8072. The other three 
candidates received even much less 
support than was expected. Hodg- 
don polled 179 votes, Drake 137, Sul- 
livan 71. Weeks carried every pre- 
cinct in the city but two. These 
were Precinct 3 of Ward 2 at Nonan- 
tum, and Precinct 1 of Ward 5; 
White's home precinct nt Newton Up- 
per Falls. 

The feature in the aldermanic 
lights was the victory of John Tern- 
perley of Newton Upper Falls, who 
was reelected alderman-at-large from 
Ward 5. He repeated his accom- 
plishment of two years ago by over- 
coming the opposition of the Weeks’ 
machine, which had endorsed Wil- 
liam A. Davidson after Temperley 
openly espoused the cause of White 
for mayor. In addition, Temperley

overcome the opposition presented by 
the candidacy of Jeremiah Kelleher 
of Newton Upper Falls. The latter 
received 3241 votes; most of which 
would have gone to Temperley, had 
Kelleher not been running. 

Although Edward O. Proctor ran 
well ahead of the other independent 
candidates for aldermen-at-large. 
Ward Alderman Sydney Holden, who 
had the strong support of the Weeks’ 
organization, won the contest for the 
Ward 6 berth by a comfortable ma- 
jority. The other aldermen-at-large 
seeking reelection all had easy vic- 
tories. These included Howlett. Ward 
1; Grebenstein. Ward 2; Bowen, 
Ward 3; Gordon. Ward 4; Murray, 
Ward 7. The five Ward Aldermen 
reelected are: Sproat, Ward 1: Hill, 
Ward 2; Farrell. Ward 3: Cronin. 
Ward 4; Chandler, Ward 5. The only 
close contest was in Ward 3 where 
Keefe made a creditable showing 
against Farrell and carried one pre- 
cinct. In Ward 4 former Alderman 
Silvanus Smith, who made a deter- 
mined fight to regain the office he 
lost last year, was again decisively 
defeated by Dennis Cronin. In Ward 
6 in a five-cornered tight. Goddard 
was the winner. In Ward 7 James 
B. Melcher won by a substantial mar- 
gin over Ellis Sutcliffe to succeed 
Frederick A. Hawkins. 

In the contests for the School 
Committee Harry E. Bryant of New- 
tonville won by a very narrow mar- 
gin over Nelson B. Vanderhoof as 
member from Ward 2. John Finelli. 
who was. the third contestant, re- 
ceived the appreciable total of 2251 
votes. Mrs. Cornell was easily re- 
elected as member from Ward 5; de- 
feating her young opponent, Francis 
W. McOw'en by 4300 votes. 

Perhaps the most surprising result 
of the election was the decision of a 
majority of Newton’s voters to favor 
the sale of strong alcoholic liquors 
in this city. It was thought that New- 
ton would probubly vote to permit 
the suie of malt liquors and wines, 
hut one could have found plenty of 
persons willing to bet that there 
would not be a majority vote to per- 
mit the sale of spirituous liquors, but 
there was; the margin in fuvor 
slightly over 1000. 

The fair weather on Tuesday wus 
an important factor in enabling the 
workers for Weeks. White und the 
vurious candidates for uldermeu to 
get out the tremendous vote. Mr. 
White had a* lurge number of work- 


ers and automobiles engaged in his 
behalf, but they were few in com- 
parison with the regiment of men 
and women, girls and boys who were 
working to bring Weeks’ adherents 
to the polls; and the fleets of automo- 
biles assisting the Weeks cause. 

A very heavy vote was cast in the 
first two hours the polling places 
were open. During the day the vote 
slackened considerably, but from 5:30 
until the polls closed thousands of 
late voters cast their ballots, and 
intensive activity by the workers at 
the polls helped materially to swell 
the evening vote. Several of the pre- 
cincts had the returns on the vote 
for the five candidates tor Mayor 
counted shortly after the polling 
places closed. The first returns, which 
were received at City Hall before 9, 
showed a big victory for Weeks. 
These early returns showed that the 
Mayor was getting about two votes 
to White’s one. and this ratio was 
obtained in the final result. 


Sarah Wambaugh

Miss Sarah Wambaugh. internation- 
ally known author and lecturer, will 
he the speaker at the Woman's Forum, 
at five o’clock on Sunday.

Her 
book on International Plebiscites, pub- 
lished in 1920 having established her 
as the authority on the subject, when 
the difficulty over the border between 
Peru and Chile arose, the Peruvian 
Government procured her services

"Mere chance plnyK a large part In 
the vocation choice of school pupils, ” 
said Herbert A. Landry, newly ap- 
pointed director of the Department of 
Guidance and Research in the Newton 
Schools, at the regular noon day meet- 
ing or the Newton Rotary Club. 

Choices of vocations are made in 
various ways by pupils; some through 
parental inheritance wherein a boy en- 
ters tile trade, profession, or business 
or Ills father regardless of his apti- 
tude for such a vocation. Other 
choices are often made because of the 
disappointed hopes of the father, who 
exerts every influence to realize in 
his son his own life’s ambition. Still 
other choices are made on the basis 
of the social prestige of certain oc- 
cupations. Mr. Landry very clearly 
sliowed how choices made on these 
bases resulted in gross maladjustments 
and serious misfits in life careers. 
Every child has the right of the best 
scientific plan of analysis, where he 
becomes known by his growtli in the 
schools, by demonstrated aptitudes, in- 
terests, and capacities. An individual 
has a right to make his own choice, 
hut such choices should he made on 
tlie basis of scientific data, measure- 
ments, and records, so that ills eval- 
uation may he in light of known ap- 
praisals. 

To crente a more practical basis 
for self direction, knowledge of the 
world at work will he brought Into 
every child’s life in the Newton 
Schools. The emphasis will he on 
planning, routing and measuring so 
that every child may have the advan- 
tages of individual attention. Eacli 
child will he assured of improved pro- 
cedures so that lie may have the 
greatest possible individual develop- 
ment. 

The question period showed the 
great interest stimulated by Mr. Lan- 
dry’s very effective discussion of the 
new work of his department.

But, no, being a New Eng- 
lander and conscientious, he put on 
liis coat and hat and went out to a 
pay station in the next building. It 
was a 10-cent call so he dialed the 
operator, after depositing his nickel, 
gave the number and was given com- 
mand, "Ten cents, please.” Naturally 
he expected his nickel to he re- 
turned hut not the shower of dimes 
and quarters that followed. His con- 
science might have spurred him to 
return the money to the telephone 
company but at that moment it failed 
him.

I remember full well 
how a young woman of charming ap- 
pearance raised her plucked eye- 
brows as she viewed my mastications 
from across the aisle of a trolley i 
car. 

Possibly it was the memories of I 
that silent censure or it may have 
been my deep and abiding respect for 
conventions. Whatever it waa i 
could not screw my courage up to 
make the break.

THE RE-ELECTION OF MAYOR WEEKS 

The re-election of Mayor Weeks by an overwhelming major- 
ity is significant. The intense interest in the election, the large 
field of candidates for minor offices, and a contest for each po- 
sition on the ballot served to set a new all-time record for the 
total vote cast at a city election in Newton. About seventy- 
seven per cent of the more than thirty-two thousand registered 
voters went to the polls. 

An overwhelming majority of voters placed their stamp of 
approval on Mayor Weeks’ administration — an administration 
that has been reflected in the maintenance of a sound financial 
standing and a low tax rate. It proved the confidence in which 
the Mayor is held by the citizens and taxpayers. While the re- 
election of Mayor Weeks seemed assured through the inability 
of such an able candidate and political strategist as Thomas 
W. White to uncover an issue on which to base his campaign, 
few, if any, felt that the Mayor’s plurality would exceed the 
total vote cast for his combined opponents. 

The closing days of the campaign brought the question down 
to the single decision as to whether or not the voters desired a 
change at City Hall. The answer was emphatically against 
a change. Ballot after ballot was marked for all candidates 
for re-election to office and they were swept in on the tidal 
wave. An enthusiastic endorsement for city officials. 

The election is of more than local significance. Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks has been a logical possibility for further political hon- 
ors for some time. With his long career in politics Thomas W. 
White has attained prominence throughout the state and he was 
also a possible candidate for further consideration. The over- 
whelming endorsement of Mayor Weeks has brought him into 
the field for advancement in the near future. 

The Weeks’ victory was brought about largely by the so- 
called younger group of voters. The Republican party in 
Newton has changed rapidly in recent years. The old leader- 
ship has gone — a new leadership has taken its place. And 
with that new leadership will come a realignment of political 
forces. 


In 1915 he wrote a series of urticles 
on "How Newton is Governed” and 
at the conclusion of the series pub- 
lished them in booklet form. 

He was elected to the 1920 session 
of the General Court as one of three 
Newton Representatives. He was re- 
elected In 1921, the first year under 
the biennial election system of state 
government, and was again re-elected 
In 1923 for a second two-year term. 
While a member of the General Court 
he served on the Committee on Elec- 
tion Laws and on the Committee on 
Pensions. During his final term he 
was appointed House Chairman of the 
Committee on Election Laws by 
Speaker B. Loring Young. 

Following his service as a Repre- 
sentative he did not retire entirely 
from politics. He was a candidate 
for Mayor in two city elections, op- 
posing Mayor Edwin O. Childs. His 
candidacy on both occasions was not 
because of a desire for further poli- 
tical honors but from an adherence 
to a principle that the voters should 
be given an opportunity to make a 
choice and that no person should hold 
office for too long a tenure. His poli- 
tical opposition to Mayor Childs in no 
way affected the personal friendship 
of one for the other. It was a friend- 
ship and acquaintanceship which be- 
gan more than forty years ago. 

As a youth Mr. Brimblecom had a 
liking for tennis and with a group of 
young men formed the Waban Rac- 
quet Club, constructed a tennis court 
and enjoyed many hours of sport. His 
avocation was duplicate whist and auc- 
tion bridge. He attended many sec- 
tional and national tournaments, win 
ning many trophies which he prized. 

He enjoyed children and doing 
things for them. For many years he 
directed the Read Fund Picnic for the 
Trustees of that fund and early each 
summer conducted several hundreds 
of children from Wards 1 and 7 to the 
amusement park at Norumbega for 
an all-day outing. 

During the latter part of the war 
he was an assistant secretary of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce. He 
was also a member of the Newton 
Constabulary and in 1919 was on 
duty during the Boston police strike. 

He was a 32nd degree Mason and 
a life member of Dalhousie Lodge. 
A. F. and A. M. of Newton. He was 
also a member of Aleppo Temple, 
Mystic Shrine and a former member 
of various other Masonic bodies. He 
was an honorary member of the New- 
ton Rotary Club and the Hunnewell 
Club of Newton. He was a member 
of Newton Lodge. 92. I. O. O. F., the 
Channing Unitarian Church and the 
Albemarle Golf Club. He was a for- 
mer member of the Claflin Guards 
Veterans’ Association, the Middlesex 
Club, the Massachusetts Republican 
Club, the National Press Club, and 
several other organizations. 


CONGRATULATIONS 

We congratulate Mayor Weeks upon his re-election. We 
congratulate the city for the overwhelming endorsement of his 
administration. And we congratulate the voters for the deter- 
mined stand that they took that a change was neither necessary 
nor desirable. The great majority of citizens and voters have 
faith in Sinclair Weeks.

THE FOUNTAIN OF YOUTH 


The Dramateurs presented “The 
Fountain of Youth” by Louis Evan 
Shipman in the New Church Auditor- 
ium in Newtonville last Thursday and 
Friday nights. The play dealt with 
a millionaire but recently returned 
from sixteen years spent on a rubber 
plantation and his search to gain the 
lost illusions of his youth. The play-

Melvin. E. Victoria Daloz. Elizabeth 
W. F. Follett, Stanley E. Horton, 
Robert L. Spooner, Anne Wilbur 
Brown, and Dan L. Smith. The act- 
ing was very well done. The play 
was directed by Hubert W. Pierce. 


The writer espoused the cause of 
Thomas W. White during the mayor- 
alty campaign which ended last Tues- 
day. We have no regrets for having 
done so. The sweeping victory of 
Mayor Weeks was no surprise to us. 
Six weeks ago we believed that Mr. 
Weeks would win. Three weeks be- 
fore election we were confident that, 
the Mayor would be reelected by a 
big majority. We saw the drift of 
things. We observed that a large per- 
centage of those who had been criti- 
cal of the Mayor’s administration 
were climbing on his band wagon. 
Among these were included school 
teachers, policemen, firemen and oth- 
er city employees who had been bit- 
ter when the Mayor reduced their 
salaries and wages 7%% last year. 

The Mayor's campaign started last 
Spring. For months an intensive, well 
organized canvass of the city was 
made in his behalf. During the month 
preceding the election scores of house 
rallies were held in his behalf in all 
parts of the city. House to house vis- 
itations by his workers supplemented 
that made some months past. The 
real evidence of the determination 
to re-elect the Mayor was displayed 
last Tuesday. Hundreds of Weeks’ 
workers were in and around the poll- 
ing places and circulating throughout 
the city in scores of automobiles. 

Mr. White believed that he could 
win by conducting a short campaign 
during the three weeks or less, pre- 
ceding December 12th. The result 
proved that he was quite mistaken. 
He had little organization in contrast 
with the carefully designed, well 
oiled machine which for months had 
been making votes for the Mayor. 
Mr. White was defeated but not dis- 
graced. In view' of the odds against 
him, he did well to get as many 
votes as he did.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


"Is the Universe, including Man, 
Evolved by Atomic Force?” is the 
subject of the Lesson-Sermon which 
will be read in all Churches of 
Christ, Scientist, on Sunday, Dec. 17. 

The Golden Text is: “In the begin- 
ning was the Word, and the Word 
was with God, and the Word was 
God. All things were made by him; 
and without him was not any thing 
made that was made” (John 1:1,3). 

The Lesson-Sermon includes the 
following passage from the Christian 
Science text book, "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures” 
by Mary Baker Eddy: “The universe 
of Spirit reflects the creative power 
of the divine Principle, or Life, which 
reproduces the multitudinous forms of 
Mind and governs the multiplication 
of the compound idea man. The tree 
and herb do not yield fruit because 
of any propagating power of their 
own, but because they reflect the 
Mind which includes all. A material 
world implies a mortal mind and 
man a creator. The scientific divine 
creation declares immortal Mind and 
the universe created by God" (p. 607). 


One result of the city election 
causes regret to thousands of New- 
ton citizens. This is — the defeat of 
Nelson Vanderhoof for membership 
in the School Committee. We state 
this without the slightest intention 
to disparage Harry Bryant, who is well 
qualified to render efficient service in 
the office to which he was chosen, and 


undoubtedly will do so. The subject 
on which we write is a very delicate 
one, and we dislike to refer to It. It 
is a well known fact, however, that 
for many years there has been a feel- 
ing on the part of citizens of Newton 
of a certain religious faith, that in- 
asmuch as they comprise a large per- 
centage of the city’s population, they 
should have at least one member on 
the School Committee. Most muni- 
cipalities. including Brookline, have 
practiced such an arrangement. 

Some months ago a number of prom- 
inent residents of Newtonville, and 
other parts of Newton urged Mr. Van- 
derhoof to become a candidate. With- 
out exception these ladies and gentle- 
men were of religious affiliations oth- 
er than his. Their action showed high- 
ly commendable liberality and fair- 
ness. Mr. Vanderhoof consented to 
run. but taking the stand that schools 
should be kept out of politics, abso- 
lutely refrained from making any 
campaign or attending rallies. Neith- 
er did he make the slightest effort to 
gain support from those of his reli 
gious affiliation. This was proved by 
the fact that he did not receive a ma- 
jority of the votes in those precincts 
where persons of this affiliation 
are greatly in the majority. They 
had not even been acquainted 
with this fact concerning Mr. Vander- 
hoof. If some others in the city who 
should have shown great appreciation 
for the magnanimous attitude of the 
sponsors of Mr. Vanderhoof had co- 
operated as they ought to have done, 
he would have been elected.

Liquor Licenses 
Costly in Newton 

Fees To Range From $300 to 
$100Q 

The License Commission of Newton 
held a meeting on Wednesday and 
decided on the fees to be charged 
for various kinds of liquor licenses in 
this city. Stores selling malt liquors 
and wines will pay a fee of $300; 
stores selling all kinds of alcoholic 
beverages, $1000; lunch rooms serv- 
ing beer and wines, $400; lunch rooms 
serving all alcoholic beverages, $1000; 
clubs serving beer and wines, $400; 
clubs serving all alcoholic beverages, 
$1000; drug stores selling all alco- 
holic beverages. $300. The number of 
licenses for the sale and serving of 
all alcoholic beverages is limited now 
in Newton to 56. and of this number 
only 14 licenses can be granted for 
the sale of such beverages. There is 
no limit on the number of licenses 
which may be granted to clubs and 
drugstores. The License Commis- 
sion states it will endeavor to use 
great care in the granting of licenses.

KNOWING OUR PUPILS BETTER 

A physician never prescribes a remedy to a patient until he has 
made a careful diagnosis of that patient’s ailment. He gathers all 
the information that concerns the case at hand, makes a searching 
analysis of these facts, and theu recommends a particular remedy 
or treatment. 

Similarly, teachers and guidance counselors cannot write adequate 
educational “prescriptions” until they have a complete knowledge 
of those pupils whom they would guide or counsel. They can give 
adequate guidance only when all the information which bears upon 
the question at issue can be assembled and seen in perspective. 

Individual teachers have always learned certain facts concerning 
the individual pupils in their care which made it easier to understand 
them and treat them as individuals. As these pupils have gone on 
from room to room and from school to school, however, there has not 
always been provision for passing on all of this valuable fn formation 
so tliot each new teacher or counselor could have all the facts con- 
cerning the new pupils. In order, therefore, that we may know and 
treat more effectively as individuals the boys and girls in our schools, 
our new division of research and guidance is devising a system of 
cumulative records that will make it possible for us to know all the 
pertinent information regarding a particular pupil. 

It is not enough to know about a child at any given instant. 
We must seek to know him at different times and under different 
conditions. We must seek to have a continuous picture of the pro- 
gressive growth of the child, beginning with the time he enters 
kindergarten and continuing until the child leaves our schools. In 
this progressive picture it is not enough to know only the school 
progress of a child in terms of his achievement in various kinds of 
subject matter. We must know him in all of his relationships as 
a complete individual. There must be available information concern- 
ing his physical growth, his personnl and developmental history, his 
social history and reactions, his abilities and disabilities, his inter- 
ests and attitudes, his moral and emotional reactions, in short, every- 
thing that will contribute to a more thorough understanding of the 
child. This information must be made available to all those who would 
need to know because of their contacts with the child. 

Within the limits of our school organization we shall seek to 
provide as complete a picture of each individual child as has been 
hitherto known of that relatively small group of children who have 
constituted serious problems, and who have, for this reason, been the 
subject of close study. 

Such information, readily available, will make it possible for 
a teacher to make a survey of her class even before she sees her pupils, 
thereby enabling her to adapt the work of the grade or subject to the 
group and to the individual pupil. The teacher’s effectiveness will be 
increased, since more time may be spent in further study of the 
children of the group rather than by repeating observations made 
by former teuchers. Such an interest will help to redirect the class- 
room emphasis from the subject to the child. Finally, it will enable 
us to guide each child to make the most of his possibilities that he 
may take his place in our future society as a happy and well-adjusted 
individual. 

Next week we will describe the newer devices nnd procedures used 
in child study.

Three prom- 
inent clubwomen of the country are 
already out for the office of president 
of the General Federation of Wom- 
en’s Club at the election which will 
take place in Detroit, Michigan, in 
1935. upon the conclusion of Mrs. 
Grace Morrison Poole’s term of three 
years, Mrs. Poole announced at the 
Club Institute held on Thursday, the 
7th. at the Y. W. C. A. in Boston, 
as she talked on the subject, "Let’s 
Look at the General Federation." 
Those who are candidates to he her 
successor are Mrs. Eugene M. Lawson 
of Oklahoma, the "Indian Princess" 
of the General Federation, who is the 
first vice-president of the organiza- 
tion; Dr. Josephine Peirce of Ohio, 
second vice-president: and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Hammett of Wisconsin, the 
treasurer. 

Mrs. Poole explained that the presi- 
dent's state never endorses any can- 
didate to succeed her in offlcce, and 
also that she herself will play no fa- 
vorites and will not participate active- 
ly in electing her successor, refusing 
even to divulge which candidate will 
receive her vote. 

Mrs. Poole also revealed that the 
organization was $10,000 in debt 
when she assumed office, and amazed 
her auditors by announcing that at 
the Board Meeting last winter, this 
had all been cancelled, by rigid 
economy, and that now there is a 
good balance on the credit side of 
the ledger, for the first time in many 
years. 

Mrs. Poole announced that site has 
offered two prizes of $10 each for 
the clubs that bring in the greatest 
guilt in membership at the meeting 
next May in Hot Springs, Ark. Tint 
Wyoming State Federation offers a 
first prize of $75 and a second prize 
of $50 for the same achievements. 
Mrs. Poole sounded a warning to the 
women’s clubs in regard to becoming 
involved in connections with other 
groups that may desire their co-op- 
eration, unless they have a voice in 
all proceedings and know “where ev- 
ery cent is gained and expended. 
•’Get the habit of being suspicious 
and say ’No,”’ she emphasized: "You 
have a right to dictate your opinion 
in forming policies." 

Mrs. Leslie R. Moore, president of 
the Concord Woman’s Club, amazed 
every listener with a remarkable 
story, of how that Club has started 
six weeks’ educational free courses 
in that town this year. Volunteer in- 
structors for these classes have been 
found in the community, she related, 
and tlte greatest enthusiasm prevails. 
There are 452 enrolled. Such subjects 
as interior decorating, elementary 
English, Htenogruphy and typewriting, 
cooking (which claims 117 students), 
renovating clothing, parliamentary 
law, debating, economics, radio and 
handicrafts are taught. Mrs. Poole 
declared that this was one of the 
finest undertakings she has heard of 
in the country. 


GENEVA CONFERENCE. Mrs. 
Frank P. Bennett has recently re- 
ceived a message of thanks and ap- 
preciation from Sir Arthur Hender- 
son, president of the Conference for 
the Reduction and Limitation of Arms 
by International Agreement. The 
Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, at its Autumn Meet- 
ing in Great Harrington, cubled a res- 
olution of endorsement and co-oper- 
ation to bo presented to Sir Arthur 
when tlte Conference opened in Gen- 
eva. Tills message was in concert 
with 917 other women’s organizations.

Two Injured 

Robert Hansen. 17. of Plymouth rd., 
Newton Highlands, and Richard Seliro- 
eder, 24, of Boylston st.. Newton High- 
lands. were Injured Sunday night when 
they leaped from their burning car 
on Beacon st.. Waban. 

Tlie car, driven by Hansen, was 
proceeding west on Beacon st. at 
about 30 miles per hour when, with 
an explosion, it burst into flames. 
Hansen and Schroeder. as the flames 
burned them about the face and head 
opened the door and leaped to escape. 
They were hurled to the street by the 
speed of the car, which, out of con- 
trol. dashed across the street, hit a 
tree, turned over, and proceeded to 
burn. 

Mr. Robert Pillow of 1724 Beacon 
st. heard the crash and saw the 
flames. He rushed out and removed 
the unconscious boys from the street, 
and brought them into his home, and 
called the police ambulance in which 
they were removed to the Newton 
Hospital.

Temperley Asks for 
Action on $140,000 
Gift From State 


After President Collins of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen had informed 
the Board on Monday night that the 
last regular meeting for 1933 was 
about to adjourn, and that the 1934 
Board will meet on January 1st, Alder- 
man Temperley arose and stated that 
he had a matter to bring before the 
Aldermen before the meeting closed. 

Temperley inquired as to what dis- 
position, if any, had been made on the 
matter of the offer by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts to give $140,- 
000 for the continuation of Hammond 
Pond Parkway from its present term- 
inus at Beacon street to Common- 
wealth avenue. When the State Legis- 
lature made an appropriation a few 
years ago for the construction of the 
parkway which starts at West Rox- 
bury and runs through Brookline and 
Chestnut Hill to Newton Centre, a 
large amount was appropriated for 
the section which was to extend from 
Boylston street, Brookline, to Beacon 
street, through Hammond Pond Woods 
Reservation. Because of the greatly 
reduced cost of construction work in 
1932 and 1933, it became apparent that 
there would be a large balance remain- 
ing from the sum appropriated. The 
Public Works Department of the State 
obtained authority to offer this bal- 
ance to Newton for the continuation 
of the parkway in this city. 

Many months ago the Newton 
Board of Aldermen voted to petition 
for the legislation which would en- 
able the city to obtain this unexpend- 
ed balance. Application by the city for 
this money had to be made before the 
end of this year. No such action was 
taken; hence Alderman Temperley’s 
inquiry on Monday night. In reply to 
it President Collins of the Board stat- 
ed that the initiative on this matter 
must be taken by Mayor Weeks. Mr. 
Temperley then read a letter he had 
received from Chairman Keniston of 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
on November 21st. This letter stated 
that about $140,000 is available to the 
city if request for it will be made prior 
to December 31. President Collins 
asked Alderman Murray, chairman of 
the Public Works Committee if the 
Mayor had made any recommendation 
on this matter. Alderman Holden vol- 
unteered the information that he has 
talked with Mayor Weeks on this mat- 
ter and that the Mayor expressed the 
intention of calling a special meeting 
before the end of this year to take 
action. 


Alleged Newton 

Thief Caught 

Wesley Grant, 21, who is charged 
by the Newton police with having 
robbed his benefactor, Edward H. 
Eldredge of 44 Ellison rd., Newton 
Centre, of jewelry and other articles 
valued at $500, was arrested on Mon- 
day at Chicago. Grant, who came 
from Danvers, Mass., had served time 
in a reform school in California and 
at Shirley Reform School in this 
State. He was on parole from the 
latter institution when Eldredge em- 
ployed him at his home as house- 
man. It is alleged that on the night 
of Dec. 11th while the Eldredge fam- 
ily was absent Grant took $18 in 
money, seven watches, other jewelry 
and a revolver from the Ellison rd. 
house and disappeared. 

On Dec. 17 a theatre office at 
Danville, 111., was held up by Grant 
who then commandeered a taxi and 
compelled the driver to take him and 
a young woman companion to Matte- 
son, III., 106 miles distant. The pair 
were arrested on a train as it ap- 
proached Chicago. Grant's woman 
companion was a 19-year old girl who 
had deserted her home in New York. 


Biting Dog Costs 
Waban Man $58 

Walter Scott of Troy lane, West 
Newton was awarded $25 damages and 
$4 for a doctor’s fee by Judge Weston 
in the Newton court on Tuesday. 
Scott was delivering Christmas mail 
as a temporary letter carrier on De- 
cember 24 of last year at the home 
of Richard Klein, Larchmont ave., 
Waban. As a settlement was not 
made, Scott brought suit against 
Klein. According to law. Klein must 
pay double the amount of the award; 
which means that he must pay Scott 
$58.

Ward 5 Residents Protest 
Against Gas Station Permit 
In Old Ice House, Centre St. 

Object To Petition of S. Hardy Mitchell For Location In Old 
Ice House on Centre Street 


A large number of Newton High- 
lands residents attended the meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen at City Hall 
on Monday night to protest against 
the petition of S. Hardy Mitchell for 
a permit to conduct an automobile 
service station and gasoline filling sta- 
tion at 1379 Centre st.. Newton Cen- 
tre. This locus is in one of the ice 
houses formerly owned by the Crystal 
Lake Ice Company, and now owned by 
the Metropolitan Ice Company. It ls 
located near the corner of Centre st. 
and Norwood ave. 

When the hearing on this matter 
was announced, the first person to 
speak in favor of the petition was 
Mr. Mitchell. He explained that he 
had conducted an automobile laundry 
on Commonwealth ave., Boston, 
but was forced to move when 
the building was converted into 
another use. He has since been 
endeavoring to obtain another location 
and the former ice house is the best 
available. He said he has resided in 
Newton Centre for 27 years, has lived 
near Crystal Lake for 20 years, and 
that the proposed locus for his busi- 
ness is in a manufacturing zone. He 
stated that he desires the filling sta- 
tion in conjunction with the automo- 
bile laundry because it is a necessary 
adjunct to such a business. 

Charles E. Bailey of 961 Beacon st., 
Newton Centre favored the granting 
of the petition. He said he has lived 
near Crystal Lake all his life and the 
proposed auto laundry and gasoline 
pumps will not be visible from the 
lake. Clark Bennett assistant treas- 
urer of the Metropolitan Ice Company 
also favored the petition. He said 
his company may abandon the use of 
the ice houses for the purpose for 
which they were built: it may tear 
down the incline from the houses to 
the lake. He said that he believes 
his company is entitled to use these 
buildings in any way possible so that 
revenue may he derived from them. 

Mrs. Ellis Spear. Jr., of Bishopgate 
rd. favored the granting of the peti- 
tion. She said that the executive com- 
mittee of the Newton Centre Improve- 
ment Association had held a meeting 
and had voted to favor the petition, 
and that the committee hau glso voted 
to approve the future development of 
the property bordering on the lake 
for playground and park purposes. 
She commented that it is too much to 
ask the city now to buy this property, 
but a compromise might be reached 
in this matter between the city and 
the owners of the property. She said 
the opposition to the petition is based 
on misunderstanding: Mr. Mitchell is 
not asking for a gasoline station per- 
mit: he only wants to sell gasoline as 
an adjunct to his auto laundry busi- 
ness. 

Francis H. Williams of Glenwood 
ave. favored the petition. He ex- 
plained that he is an official of the 
Purity Ice Company. He stated that 
the proposed auto laundry and gaso- 
line station will not be visible from 
the lake and will not be objection- 
able. City Clerk Grant read a letter 
from the executive committee of the 
Newton Centre Improvement Associ- 
tion stating in substance what Mrs. 
Spear had said. 

Charles W. Hawkes of Saxon rd.. 
Newton Highlands was the first pro- 
testant against the petition. He said 
all residents of the district favor beau- 
tifying the shore of Crystal Lake, but 
so m e had refused to oppose Mr. Mit- 


chell’s petition because of friendship 
for him. Referring to a statement 
made by President Collins of the Al- 
dermen that — "Another hearing on the 
matter will be held next year before 
the 1934 Board of Aldermen,” Mr. 
Hawkes said he did not want go into 
too much detail at this time and he 
felt assured that at the next hear- 
ing the aldermanic chamber will be 
filled with opponents to the petition. 
He stated that he had a protest signed 
by 100 citizens against the petition. 

Alderman McKay, at this point, 
gave the information that at a meet- 
ing of the Licenses Committee on the 
preceding Wednesday night, it was 
agreed that if any opposition devel- 
oped to the Mitchell petition, this mat- 
ter would he referred to next year’s 
Board of Aldermen. Alderman Pratt 
inquired of Mr. Hawkes if those op- 
posing the petition are residents of 
Ward 5 or Ward 6? 

Mrs. Theron B. Walker of Bowdoin 
st.. representing the Newton High- 
lands Woman’s Club said that New- 
ton Highlands people look across the 
lake and have beautified their prop- 
erties in past years. She said the 
attempt to convert one of the ice 
houses into an automobile laundry is 
the first step backward in the at- 
tempts made in recent years to beau- 
tify the lake. She said that the 
Men’s Club and Women's Club of 
Newton Highlands are interested in 
this matter because there is no im- 
provement association in that village. 

S. R. Burke of Norwood ave. said 
his property abuts the ice house prop- 
erty. He objects to the petition for 
the reason that he thinks a filling 
station at the locus will be a dan- 
ger to the many school children at- 
tending the Weeks and parochial 
schools. Maurice A. Reidy of 45 Ches- 
ter st.. chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the Men’s Club questioned 
the need of an auto laundry at the 
proposed locus and inquired if Mr. 
Mitchell would sell gasoline to per- 
sons other than those who had their 
cars laundered? Ward I. Cornell of 
1471 Centre st, said he is very re- 
luctant to oppose his friend. Mr. Mit- 
chell, but he considers the site dan- 
gerous for a gasoline station. Grades 
exist as automobiles approach the 
ice house from either direction and 
the approach from Newton Highlands 
is a blind one. With cars traveling 
in or out of such a station, hazards 
would be treated for both pedestrians 
and auto traffic. Mr. Cornell said an 
auto laundry would be proper at the 
site, but not a filling station. 

Robert Bonner of 264 Lake ave.. 
stated that he was chairman of the 
committee which 14 years ago started 
the activity for improving Crystal 
Lake and resulted in the building of 
the bathhouse there. He said the 
removal of the ice house is needed 
for the proper improvement of the 
lake. He said that he is in the real 
estate business, has had much to do 
with the selection of gas station sites 
for the Standard Oil Company, and 
that a locus on a grade is not con- 
sidered practical. Mr. Bonner com- 
mented that there are six filling sta- 
tions within a half mile of the pro- 
posed station, and he hopes the dis- 
trict now occupied by the ice house 
property will be zoned for residences. 
Frank Conant of 39 Norwood ave. said 
that when he bought his property re- 
cently. he was given the impression

that the ice company would be zoned 
for residences. Alexander Standish 
of 183 Lake ave. raised the point that 
if the city has any intention of buy- 
ing the ice company property, no per- 
mit for a garage or filling station 
should be granted, as this will make 
the property more costly when the 
city buys it. 

A showing of hands by those who 
favored and those who opposed the 
petition was asked for. Nine persons 
present favored the petition: twenty- 
two opposed. Alderman McKay asked 
the representative of the Metropoli- 
tan Ice Company if his organization 
would be willing to agree not to 
charge the city for rights acquired 
by the granting of a filling station 
permit. The assistant treasurer 
stated he had no authority to make 
such a promise. In answer to ques- 
tions by Aldermen McKay and Pratt, 
City Solicitor Bartlett stated that the 
city cannot grant a permit on a con- 
dition of business value waiver: 
neither can it grant a filling station 
permit on a time limit. Alderman 
McKay suggested that the proponents 
and opponents of the Mitchell petition 
get together before the matter will 
come up before next year’s Board, 
and endeavor to make a compromise.

Jail Term For 
Man Whose Car 
Killed Child 

Henri F. Prunaret, 33, of 90 With- 
ington rd.. Newtonville, was found 
guilty in the Newton court on Sat- 
urday of driving a car so as to en- 
danger the lives and safety of the 
public. He was sentenced to serve two 
months in Middlesex county prison. 
He appealed. Judge Bacon found no 
probable cause on a manslaughter 
charge against Prunaret. Prunaret 
drove a car which early on the eve- 
ning on November 4 hit Geraldine Car- 
roll. 14. of 742 Boylston st., Newton 
Centre, as she was riding a bicycle 
on that street, which is part of the 
Worcester turnpike. The girl died a 
few days later at the Newton Hos- 
pital. 

Dorothy Carroll, a sister of the 
victim, testified that she was also 
riding a bicycle when the accident 
occurred and that Prunaret’s car 
went along for 40 or 50 feet after 
hitting Geraldine. Prunaret testified 
that he was travelling at a speed of 
20 to 25 miles; other witness stated 
tljpt he was going more than 35 
miles. Judge Bacon, in finding Prun- 
aret guilty, commented that he should 
have seen the girl, whether or not she 
had a light on her bicycle.

THE NEWER DEVICES USED IN THE NEWTON SCHOOLS 
FOR PUPIL STUDY 

Why Nrw Type Tests Auk Used 

No two children are ever exactly alike mentally. As they differ 
in physical characteristics such ns height, weight, color of hair, finger 
strength, etc., so do they differ in mental qualities, such ns learning 
rate, memory, mechanical aptitude, etc. It follows, then, that if the 
school is to guide ench child most effectively it must recognize and 
provide for these mental differences. It is only then that the school 
can mnke its greatest contribution to every child. 

Before we can adjust the work of the school to meet the needs 
of the child we must know the child. We must know his abilities 
and disabilities, his strengths and weaknesses, all the qualities which 
influence his success or failure in school. To gain this knowledge 
of individual children we are making use of various testing devices 
and procedures. 

Aptitude Tests 

Among these are the academic aptitude tests. They are com- 
monly referred to as "general intelligence tests” and measure a pupil’s 
ability to do school work of the academic type. These tests furnish 
information which enables a teacher to gauge the rate with which 
a pupil may progress In academic school work. They furnish a basis 
for assisting teachers to determine whether a pupil is or is not doing 
all that can be expected of him. They also provide the teacher and 
the counselor with valuable information that they may guide pupils 
in their choice of courses. 

In addition, use is made of tests of mechanical aptitude, which 
measure a pupil’s ability to work with materials, tools and mechanical 
devices. Clerical aptitude tests furnish measurements of the ability 
to deal with clerical items and procedures. Likewise, tests of musical 
and artistic aptitude furnish valuable information in their respective 
fields. 

Objective Achievement Tests 

The objective achievement test is another type of test used in 
pupil study. This type of test is designed to measure achievement 
in school subjects and is an outgrowth and refinement of the tradi- 
tional type of examination. It has been developed to increase the 
amount of subject matter that may be tested at one time and the 
accuracy with which it may be tested. Tests of this type exist for 
nearly all of the different school subjects and furnish accurate means 
of measuring pupil growth in each. On the basis of these measure- 
ments teachers can more effectively adapt the school work to the 
individual. 

Diagnostic Tests and Rating Scales 

Diagnostic tests in reading and arithmetic enable us to investi- 
gate the causes of pupil difficulties in these fundamental tool subjects. 
These diagnoses furnish the basis for remedial instruction. 

Rating scales, interest and activity questionnaires and sjjnilar 
devices give a picture of other important aspects of a child’s makeup. 
They furnish additional information that is both valuable and neces- 
sary for gaining a more complete knowledge of the child. 

Through the use of the testing devices and procedures that have 
been mentioned, we hope to be better able to know and treat the child 
as an individual. How’ever, at no time are they to be used us a means 
of cataloging or card-indexing children; at no time are they taken 
as the final authority, but in all instances are they taken as scientific 
devices used in substantiating and reinforcing expert teacher judg- 
ment. As such, they assist greatly in making possible a thoroughly 
human understanding and treatment of boys and girls.

How about Weeks and White? Dill 
something important happen at the 
eleventh hour to cause White’s down- 
fall? Apparently not. You have 
doubtless heard many rumors, some 
of them unpleasant. Friends of the 
loser will assure you thut barrels of 
money w’us spent uml that every 
worker received ten dollars for his 
services. You will be told that the 
two radio talks had an important 
bearing on tbe final result. If there 
was any substuntiul lust minute 
shifting of votes I am inclined to be- 
lieve that tho rudio wus responsible 
The Mayor’s talk was excellent. It 
was business-like, constructive und 
relatively impersonal, with a lighting 
note in it. I missed White's talk lint 
I am told that it wus mostly old 
stuff. Was not too well delivered 
and thut it was completely over- 
shadowed by the Mayor’s tulk. White, 
of course, gut u bud break when he 
found that his address wus imme- 
diately preceded by a brief station 
announcement urging the reelection 
of Mayor Weeks.

Nations Must Use 
Common Sense in 
Their Dealings 

Sir Norman Angell, British 
Economist, Speaks in West 
Newton Church 

In speaking at the West Newton 
Unitarian Church on Sunday after- 
noon, Sir Norman Angel, the great 
British economist and publicist de- 
clared that the present world eco- 
nomic chaos is due to the failure of 
nations to use the knowledge which 
they have, and that permanent re- 
covery depends upon their using the 
common sense in dealing with each 
other which people in civilized coun- 
tries use in their dealings with their 
fellow men. 

The speaker said that when the 
treaty of Versailles was imposed upon 
Germany, the men who drew up the 
document knew that if the Allies took 
all tlie gold which the Germans pos- 
sed that it would amount to no more 
than one percent of the amount of 
reparations, and that if Germany were 
to pay in goods that the creditor na- 
tions would not be able to use them. 
He said, “It took ten years for Eng- 
land to see this, which brought about 
tlie cancellations of German repara- 
tions by the treaty of Lausanne, and 
that France does not yet admit the 
point. 

Sir Nonnun berated politicians for 
appealing to prejudices and hatreds 
in their political campaigns instead 
of appealing to their constituencies 
on the grounds of their common wel- 
fare, and lie satarized voters for not 
electing men capable of using exist- 
ing economic knowledge about which 
there is general agreement in the set- 
tlement of great international ques- 
tions. 

In closing tlie speaker admitted that 
he recognized the difficulty of bring- 
ing about international economic or- 
der. but, said he, "The thing which 
makes a thing reasonable of accom- 
plishment is the fact of the power 
of tlie human will. Believe and ye 
shall be saved; doubt and ye shall 
perish.”

Events of these interesting days 
will be announced later, but of spe 
Hu l interest at this time, in connec 
t ion with Mrs. Roosevelt’s appearance 
at tlie banquet, is the consideration of 
her new hook, which has a challenge, 
as well as an informative viewpoint 
Citizens country-wide are aroused to 
enthusiastic admiration for a First 
Lady who really is doing something 
vital while "carrying on" in her many 
other duties of her new office as mis- 
tress of the White House. It may 
safely be said that sh<* is an active 
personality that has never before been 
equalled in her position, and Ameri- 
can women find themselves warming 
to this new character that spurns 
merely supinely soeial movements as 
tlie crux of the new honor that has 
come to her husband and herself. 

"It will do us no harm to look at 
ourselves somewhat critically in rela- 
tion to some of the problems that 
confront us today.”

Grandmothers, Women 
and Jobs. Various Occupations for 
Women, Social Workers and Church 
Workers, Women and the Vote. Wom- 
en In Public Life. Women and Busi- 
ness Training. Women and Working 
Conditions, Women and Peace, ami 
Women and the NRA. While the sub- 
jects are naturally inter-related, each 
taken by itself provides stimulating 
material which clubs may find use- 
ful for study and discussion.

Dec. 17th, mem- 
bers of the Highland (ilee Club of 
Newton entertained the student 
nurses with carols and sours. On 
Wednesday eveniiiR. the 20th. the 
Male Fraternity Chorus under the di- 
rection of F. W. Meakin sung carols 
for the patients in the hospital build- 
ings. 

The Annual DancinR Party of the 
employees was held on Thursday eve- 
ninR. Dec. 21st, with a jolly Santa 
Claus to distribute the Rifts for which 
names had previously been drawn. 

Apain on Saturday morniiiR Santa 
Claus visited the Out-Patient depart- 
ment where he found a Raily deco- 
rated Christmas tree, a haR of candy 
for everyone and a gift for each child. 
One little girl said she had not had 
a Christmas for three years. In ad- 
dition to the toys that were given 
there were also some warm gloves, 
caps, sweaters and coats. 

On Christmas eve at G:30 o'clock 
about thirty young people from the 
Eliot and Grace Churches at Newton 
gathered at the hospital and visited 
tlie various wards singing carols.

Federal Aid For 
Pre-School Center 
For New. Children 

Will Receive $932 Per Month 
— Supt. Lund to Proceed 
With Plans 

Supt. of Schools Lund informed the 
School Committee on Tuesday night 
that this city has been allocated 
$1)32.51 per month by the Federal 
Emergency Relief Administration for 
a pre-school centre for children under 
the regular school age. The purpose 
of this is to give work to unemployed 
school teachers. In addition the grants 
will be used for instruction for adults. 
In addition to regular instruction, the 
adults will be instructed in home mak- 
ing and foreign bom adults will have 
special classes. Mr. Lund stated that 
the high standing of Newton’s schools 
was responsible for the allocation of 
this money.

Two Newton Postal 
Clerks Retired 

The policy announced by the post 
office department several months ago 
of retiring postal employees who have 
served 30 years or more, whether such 
employees desire retirement or not, 
made its effect known in this city this 
week. Orders received from Wash- 
ington will cause the retirement on 
pension on December 31st of two 
women who have served the public of 
Newton long and faithfully.

Oak Hill Residents 
Before Committee 
For New School 


School Board Refers Action to 
Next Year’s Body 

A petition signed by 125 residents 
of the Oak Hill District of Newton 
Centre was presented to the School 
Committee of Newton Tuesday eve- 
ning at their regular meeting. These 
residents were represented at this 
hearing by u committee composed of 
Mr. Hexry S. C. Cummings of 33 Oak 
Hill st., Chairman; Mr. Frederick II. 
Knight, Mrs. Charles It. Davis, Mrs. 
Lawrence Early and Mr. Shedd Van- 
denburg. 

The Oak Hill District is bounded 
roughly by Dudley, Vine, Dedham, Na- 
hanton, Winchester and Boylston sts. 
Within these boundaries the growth 
during the past ten years has been 
most impressive both as to the in- 
crease in families locating there and 
in the tax return to the city. The num- 
ber of dwellings ten years ago num- 
bered but 165. where us today there 
are 397, with 28 new homes in proc- 
ess of construction, according to the 
record of building permits authorized. 

The population for this district is 
estimated to number 1200 with more 
than a hundred children that could 
use school facilities up to Junior High 
School grades. The committee point- 
ed out that it was their opinion that 
within tlie next two years there would 
be nearly two hundred children with- 
in the district living within a mile of 
the proposed location for the new 
school. This is based on the rapid 
growth during the last ten years and 
the great number of new homes 
known to he planned for in different 
parts of this section. 

The Mason and Rice Schools in 
Newton Centre are three miles dis- 
tant from the extreme boundaries of 
the district where children of eligible 
age must be transported. The cen- 
tre of population for the district is 
thought to be near the corner of Coun- 
try Club and Arnold rds. — within a 
stone’s throw distance from land of- 
fered by a group of douors for School 
and Playground purposes. 

The committee stressed the need of 
a more centrally located school; ade- 
quate to meet up to Junior High re- 
quirements; to relieve a badly con- 
gested condition in the Mason and 
Rice Schools; and to meet the needs 
of a rapidly developing community 
which has not only developed away 
from the present schools but has been 
isolated by the Boylvon st. turnpike 
development. Taxe* .Real Estate 
drawn lrom this district have In- 
creased from approximately $43,036 in 
1923 to over $112,025 in 1933. The 
committee feels that this district de- 
serves consideration for its school 
facilities commensurate with its de- 
velopment of family life and increas- 
ing tax revenue to the city. 

A spontaneously organized highly 
motivated group of parents and tax- 
payers have nurtured, stimulated and 
sponsored support of such a project 
within their district and are almost 
entirely unanimous in genuinely want- 
ing somewhere within their area more 
adequate school facilities. They are 
hopeful that the School Committee 
will take immediate steps. In addition 
to this the local committee made it 
clear that there was a real and im- 
mediate demand for a kindergarten 
as over twenty children could make 
use of such a class next year. They 
believed that a very modest outlay in 
improving the Oak Hill School on 
Dedham and Nahnnton sts. would 
make this old structure more attrac- 
tively available for immediate use. 

The School Committee received the 
petition but took no action other than 
to refer the matter to the incoming 
Committee.

School Teachers’ 
Salary Reduction 
Remains in Effect 

School Committee Votes, Not to 
Restore Former Scale 


Aldermen Vote To Accept 
$100,000 From State To 
Extend Hammond Parkway 


A meeting of the School Commit- 
tee was held on Tuesday night. The 
committee held a conference with 
Mayor Weeks relative to the budget 
for the ensuing year and voted to 
adopt a budget similar to that for the 
past year. Had this action not been 
taken, the salaries of the school teach- 
ers and other school department em- 
ployees would have reverted to the 
scale which existed prior to last year's 
cut of 7 *4%. As the school depart- 
ment cannot, according to law. ex- 
pend more money than was expended 
the preceding year, unless money for 
such extra expenditures has been au- 
thorized, complications would have 
resulted, as no provision had been 
made for additional appropriations by 
the Board o’f Aldermen. 

Last Friday a delegation of school 
teachers conferred with Chairman 
Tracy of the School Committee rela- 
tive to the salary schedule. 

The committee made a further con- 
cession to serenity in the lives of 
Newton school pupils. It adopted a 
rule forbidding corporal punishment 
in Newton public schools. In the fu- 
ture only moral suasion will be used. 
The committee, however, did consent 
to allowing teachers to keep pupils 
after school, as a disciplinary mea- 
sure. 

Another important rule made was 
that forbidding teachers to receive 
presents from pupils

Unexpended Balance From State Funds Would Have Lapsed 
With New Year Without Action — Route 
Yet to Be Determined 


A special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was held last night by or- 
der of Mayor Weeks for the purpose 
of enabling a public hearing to be 
held on the matter of accepting Chap- 
ter 301 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of 1932 relative to the extension of the 
Hammond Pond Parkway from Bea- 
con st.. Newton Centre. Action on 
this matter must be taken by Dec. 31, 
1933. 

About 75 residents of Newton Cen- 
tre were present when President Col- 
lins opened the meeting at 8 o’clock. 
Mr. Collins read Section 2 and Sec- 
tion 3 of Chapter 301 which provides 
that the City of Newton may receive 
from the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission the unexpended balance of the 
appropriation made by the Legislature 
in 1931 for the construction of the 
parkway between Brookline and Bea- 
con st.. through Hammond woods. 
This balance was estimated at about 
$140,000. It would be used to extend 
Commonwealth ave., and if the cost on 
the parkway from Beacon st. toward 
the route to be selected should be 
more than the balance, the difference 
must be paid by the City of Newton. 
This extension must be constructed 
within 3 years from the time of the 
passage of the act. 

Mr. Collins explained that the hear- 
ing was simply on the acceptance of 
the act and did not concern the route 
of the proposed extension. He said 
that as the matter now stands, the 
Metropolitan District Commission is 
on record for the extension of the 
parkway through Hobart rd.. but the 
city government may decide on an- 
other route and petition for such a 
change. 

In answer to a question. Alderman 
Murray, chairman of the Public 
Works Committee stated that the 
balance is estimated at $140,000. O. D. 
Fellows. Jr., of 142 Homer st.. engin- 
eer of the Metropolitan Planning 
Board, said that he had received earl- 
ier in the evening from the chairman 
of the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion the information that the balance 
available will not be much over $100.* 
000. He stated that the estimate of 

tending the parkway through F:>- 
hurt rd. is $60,000; by extending it 
via Beacon st. to Chesley rd. and 
through Willow st.. the cost will be 
$190,000. Alderman Murray asked if 
the latter estimate includes property 
takings. He received an affirmative 
answer. Alderman Sproat asked if 
this estimate included widening Cen 
tre st. Mr. Fellows said it plans a 
taking of a narrow strip along the 
west side of Centre st. from Homer 
st. to the avenue. 

Richard B. Cole of Bishopgate rd. 
said that one plan calls for the park- 
way extension being carried along 
both Hobart and Bishopgate rds. Ho 
commented that the extension will go 
through some persons’ yards and if it 
comes through his. he will try to rec- 
oncile himself to the situation, but it 
would be a shame for the city not to 
take the money when it is available, 
and more good than damage will re- 
sult from this needed improvement. 
Mrs. Ellis Spear of Bishopgate rd. 
agreed with Mr. Cole and said the 
people of Newton would be short- 
sighted not to accept the money and 
get together on this matter for the 
best interest of the city. 

Alderman Norman Pratt said that 
Matt B. Jones of Ledges rd. had tele- 
phoned him earlier in the day that 
he is against accepting the money if 
it entails the spending of more money 
by the city. Mr. Pratt assumed that 
Mr. Jones would object to the Ches- 
ley rd. extension, but not the Hobart 


rd. Alderman Floyd said that the 
city may accept the money and later 
rescind Its action, if it so desires. 

Charles Waller of Grant ave. said 
he opposes the acceptance of the 
mon^y. Mr. Fellows said that if the 
rd. route is chosen, it is ad- 
visable to accept the money, as the 
amount will more than cover the cost. 
He said that it would not be advis- 
able to accept the money If the other 
to accept the money if the other 
route is selected because of the cost 
to the city. In reply to Alderman 
Murray, he said that no route has 
been selected as yet by the terms of 
the act. Mr. Murray commented that 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
defers to the wishes of people affect- 
ed 90 per cent of the time. 

Alderman Chandler questioned 
President Collins to elicit the informa- 
tion that the city can return the 
$100,000 to the State, will not be forced 
to go ahead with the project, and that 
a special act of the legislature can 
arrange.for the return of the money to 
the Metropolitan District Commission. 
Alderman Murray quoted City Solici- 
tor Bartlett as saying that such a pro- 
cedure will be a comparatively simple 
matter. Alderman Pratt asked Mr. 
Fellows if the Metropolitan District 
Commission usually does what a ma- 
jority of the citizens affected desire, 
and he received an affirmative answer. 
He then asked if the commission had 
acted in this manner on the change of 
route made in the parkway by Ham- 
mond Pond. Mr. Fellows answered 
“No.” Thi> reply caused an outburst 
of laughter from th^ majority present 
at the hearing. Charles S.*Wing of 
9S Homer st. opposed the acceptance 
of the money. He said that to extend 
the parkway by using Beacon st. will 
be a deviation, not an extension. 


As none other appeared to desire 
to speak in opposition to the taking 
of money. President Collins asked 
for a showing of hands of those in 
favor and those opposed. Seven per- 
sons raised their hands in favor; forty 
opposed. Alderman Temperley said 
that very little expression of opinion, 
and the result of the showing of 
hands caused doubt, and. there should 
be more expressions of opinions. Al- 
derman Pratt called for a showing of 
bands on choice of the two routes 
mentioned. President Collins ruled 
against this question as the hearing
